House of Commons 

The Prime Mm’star in a further 
statement on the reports of die 

activities of British mercenaries in 
Angola and on the wider Issues 
involved, said: 

In the present confused and 
cancerous situation in Nortnem 
Angola, it is obviously difficult to 
ascertain all the facts. I regret, 
however, that there can now he 
little doubt that an atrocity of die 
kind reported over the weekend 
did take place. 

There mast inevitably remain a 
doubt about the number of deaths 
and bow they took place until 
police investigations have been 
completed. 

A plane carrying British mer¬ 
cenaries left Kinshasa yesterday 
caning for Brussels and readied 
London this morning in two par- 
pea totalling 44. All are now 
being questioned by the police. 
1 understand that three of the 
mercenaries are seriously wounded 
and that at least one has been 
found In possession of a firearm 
and has been detained. 

The organized recruitment of 
voting men, many of them with no 
military experience whatsoever, 

for mercenary service in Angola, 
mast be a matter of deep concern 
co me Government, and to an 
MPS. 

The Government have therefore 
derided to establish an inquiry 
with the following terms of 
reference: 

“ In the light of recent events, 
to consider whether sufficient 
control exists over the recruit¬ 
ment of UK citizens for service 
as mercenaries : to consider the 
need for legislation, including 
possible amendment of the 
Foreign Enlistment Act: and to 
make recommendations.” 

This inquiry will be conducted 
by a small committee of three 
Privy Councillors, and I am 
pleased to inform the House that 
Lord Diplock has agreed to act 
as chairman of this inquiry and 
that the other two members of 
the committee wfll be Sir Geoffrey 
de Freitas (Kettering, Lab) and 
Sir Derek Walker-Smith (East 
Hertfordshire. Cl. Lord Diplock, 
as the House will know, is chair¬ 
man of the Security Commission, 
and his expertise In that field wifi 
be. espetiaDy relevant to this 
inquiry. 

The whole House will, I think:, 
have been as disturbed as I was 
by the evident facility and speed 
with which a small group of 
people, funded by an unknown 
source, were able to recruit mis¬ 
guided people to participate in 
what Mr Maudlins (Opposition 
spokesman on Foreign and Com¬ 
mon wealth Affairs) referred to 
yesterday as “ fids bloody busi¬ 
ness ”. 

Tbe potential dangers of such 
easy recruitment are apparent, bat 
the proper form of control is not 
easily defined—and thin existing 
law on tbe many complex issues 
involved is unsatisfactory. 

We have therefore conclnded. 
and I hope that the whale House 
win endorse our conclusion, that 
we must establish the facts of the 
situation by a thorough inquiry 

Prosecution of 
books and films

MR SAMUEL SILKIN. In a 
written reply, said: I sympathize 
"ito tbe spirit of this question, 
particularly in cases where tbe 
original prosecution was drought 
because the defendant bad asked to 
I ’2 prosecuted in conformity with 
the Law Officers’ undertakings. In 
view of the complexities of tbe '.aw 
• elating to obscenity. I am consult¬ 
ing with the Director of Public 
Prosecutions on what steps would 
be appropriate and effective. 

MR DOUGLAS-MANN (Merton, 
Mitcham and Morden, Lab) was 
given leave to bring in a Bill to 
amend the Criminal Appeal Act. 
1968, to facilitate the receipt of 
fresh evidence by tbe Court of 
Appeal, Criminal Division, in cases 
referred to that court by tbe Home 
Secretary. 

He said tbe object of tbe Bfll was 
to make it easier to correct serious 
miscarriages of justice in which a 
man bad been sentenced for a 
crime and the Home Secretary had 
become sufficiently concerned 
about the case to refer It back to 
the Court of Appeal. 
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into all relevant aspects, xo as to 
prepare the ground for any 
necessary changes in the law. 

The committee will be asked to 
proceed with all possible speed, 
given the complexicv of the issues. 
They will of course be free to 
make an interim report . or re¬ 
ports, if they see fit to do so. 

MRS MARGARET THATCHER, 
Leader of the Opposition (Barnet. 
Finchley, Cl—We would agree 
with what T believe he said in the 
statement—that if a criminal 
offence has been committed here 
or by a British subject overseas the 
proper authority to pursue that 
matter is the police. They must 
pursue it with all vigour and bring 
anv offenders concerned before the 
courts in the usual way. 

Although recent events may be 
tbs occasion for setting up on 
inquiry, will he make it clear that 
the inquiry is. as I understand it. 
about the general question of the 
suitability of rhe Foreign EriUst- 
ment Act of 1670 for the circum¬ 
stances of today. 

In view of the fan that British 
citizens, even within present recol¬ 
lection, have fought for many dif¬ 
ferent causes overseas—(Labour 
cries of “ Not for money any 
Act of this kind cannot be 
operated according to whether the 
Government approve or disapprove 
of tbe cause but only according to 
the objective tests laid down by 
law about British interests. 

That particular Act makes no 
difference between whether those 
who fight are paid or whether they 
are volunteers. 

MR WILSON—On the question 
regarding criminal offences and 
the responsibility of the police the 
answer is “ Yes Tbe police are 
examining many of the aspects of 
recent events. 

It is not only a question of the 
Foreign Enlistment Act because 
there is some douln about tbe in¬ 
terpretation oF that Act. It was last 
invoked in the case of the Jameson 
raid in the last century- Whether it 
Is applicable here or not is a legal 
matter which would not be appro¬ 
priate for me to enter into. 

If murder has been committed or 
alleged to hare been committed, 
even abroad in Africa, by any Bri¬ 
tish citizen against another they 
are hable to be charged in this 
counter In respect of such action if 
tbe facts support such a charge. 

I -agree there are different occa¬ 
sions, reasons, motives and ins¬ 
pirations why people go abroad to 
fight. Mrs Thatcher has a consti¬ 
tuency as do many other MFs from 
which, for example, in the Yom 
KJppur war a number of men went 
to fight for Israel. They went over 
because they were Israeli students 
in Britain dr because they wanted 
to go to the land which was the 
foundation of their faith. 

I would hope this was under¬ 
stood by everyone. There are other 
similar' considerations in other 
parts of the world. 

This is eritiretv different, and 
this must be a" matter for tbe 
committee to look into, from the 
situation where a small group, in 
this particular case, of small-time 
crooks with records—(interrup¬ 
tions)—small-time crooks have 
become possessed of vast sums of 


man ex beyond the wildest sums 
they could ever earn in other ways, 
honest or dishonest, and have been 
netting access to lists of names of 
former soldiers, SAS arid the rest, 
and signing them up as mercenar- 
ies in conditions which 1 woo Id 
hope tbe whole House would 
regard as utterly abhorrent to our 
system or standards in this 
country. (Labour cheers.) 

It is a different matter from the 
Foreign Enlistment Act which 
rizeds dose examination. That is 
one of the duties of the committee. 
It is not its only purpose. We must 
face the fact that within a few days 
a small group of people have been 
able to raise a vast private army. 
The fact that this is possible could 
be a threat to democracy in this 
country. (Conservative interrup¬ 
tions.) They have raised a vast 
private army because they bad 

access to the money to do it. 

With reference to legislation and 
the suggested terms of reference—I 
am prepared to listen to any views 
Mrs Thatcher might have about 
changes, specifying the Foreign 
Enlistment Act out doe exclusively 
the Foreign Enlistment Act. There 
is legislation, some of it ancient, 
a hour the raising and drilling of 
armies, and about the protection 

of democracy in the Order Act jnst 
before the war. These are matters 
to be Inquired into. 

MR STEEL (Roxburgh, Selkirk 
and Peebles, L)—While we wel¬ 
come the inquiry, could he clarify 
what seems a contradiction in his 
statement? He says the inquiry is 
to consider whether sufficient con¬ 
trol exists over tha recnritmsnt of 
United Kingdom citizens and later 
on he says the existing law on the 
issues involved is unsatisfactory. 

Is it the Government’s view that 
rhe law should be changed to pre¬ 
vent the enlistment of mercenaries 
by foreign powers in this comrtry 7 

MR WILSON—It is difficult to 
answer that. From the advice one 
gets from those people who are 
most highly competent in the mat¬ 
ter about the applications of the 
Foreign Enlistment Act to the 
particular situation, ft is difficult 
to get a dear view about it. Tbe 
Act is outdated in certain of its 
particulars. 

I would find it difficult to advise 
rhe House whether it could be 
invoked in this particular case. We 
need clarification of this. Jf the 
committee recommends that 
changes are needed, it is for them 
to say so and for tbe House to act 
on its advice. 

MR ROBERT HUGHES (Aber¬ 
deen, North, Lob)—There will be 
considerable disappointment in 
Britain and in Africa that the set¬ 
ting up of the committee will lead 
to delavs In activating some pres¬ 
sure to'stop mercenaries being re¬ 
cruited. 

Would it be possible to quickly 
put an Act through the House in 24 
hours to make it IHegai to recruit 
mercenaries in this country ? Tha 
facts are weH known. Action is 
needed now. 

MR WILSON—I share those 
anxieties to some extent. .MI 1 can 
sav is that within the law as it 
stands, within whatever powers 
are available to the Gavernmsnt 


under the law, we shall do fcvery- 
tWna in our power to prevspt 5 
future recrujtment and of

SIR FREDERIC BENNETT (Tor- 
bav. C)—Mr Wilson , Has

I wonder whether on refletnofl— 
prosecutions may be pending—tost 
was altogether a wise renark to 
make and ms in order nc ier the 
sub judice rule. _ 

MR WILSON—Tbe mquii es that 
have been made by tha police 
obviously relate to Wtat s as hap¬ 
pened out there in Angola. They 
are Interviewing toe meifcenancs 
who have lactied. The wtue that 
has caused some deep concern In 
all parts of the House Is tip allega¬ 
tions about atrocities and fcuniars. 


That is a reference to ttte people 
being fatterviewed by the police to 
see what they cad disco or about 
what happened in An< ola and 
whether there are crimini l charges 
and If so against whom. 

Wbcn I referred to me small¬ 
time crooks—r did not want ro 
flatter them—I was tall og about 
the people who organiz d merce¬ 
nary operations. It is a 1 entirely 
separate thing and I am n titled tn 
tell the House and tbs country 
that. 

This Is a money-mat ig opera¬ 
tion by a small number of people 
and ft "is necessary for tl: House tn 
take this matter seriouly and to 
consider after the report of the 
Inquiry wbHt measure] we may 
have to take to prevc t a recur¬ 
rence of that kind of tb ag. 

MR AMERY (Brig! ton, 
lion, Cl—While it is pr par for the 
Government ro warn (the public 
and especially young piopie of the 
dangers of going to Aj sola, many 
of us feel that the wes sin powers 
collectively should bci orgaciting 
help to the pro-western and ann- 
cotzMonnisc forces in hngola and 
that in tbe absence of itch help, to 
interfere with the flo > of volun¬ 
teers to the pro-weste n forces in 
Angola would be tat (amount to 
becoming accomplice s of the 
Cuban and Soviet aggressors. 
(Labour protests.) 

MR WILSON—Theifc is ground 
for public debate in tl s Goose and 
outside about the forsgn policy of 
the western powers a d Individual 
western powers Jfl relation to 
Angola in view of tbs tnraady 
which has overtaken Angola, but 
that Is a separate mat *r. 

1 am talking not about volun¬ 
teers; 1 am talking ahiut mercenar¬ 
ies and the Goreriment would 
have taken the same Jins, tbe pub¬ 
lic would have shansd tbe same 
sense of shock, no rriitter on what 
side in Angola tod mercenaries 
were being recruiui to fight. I 
would have taken exactly the same 
view if, for exampp, anyone in 
d:rs country recruita mercenaries 
to fight-for the comfnumst forces, 
or to right for any otper cause. 

MR FAULDS (Parley, East, 


Lab)—Is tbe Prime Minister, justi¬ 
fied in prohibiting men from going 
to Angola while, at the same time, 
issuitvg a rallying cry for toe rec¬ 
ruitment of Israeli force* ? That 
seems to some of us partisan. 

Although 1 personally tteprec.itc 
that these men volunteered for the 
side that ucy did in Angola, if 
men arc stupid enough or heron.* 
enough to volunteer for other peo¬ 
ple's wars, that Is rbclr own affair. 
(Some Conservative cheers.) 

We should remember the couru- 
.tocus contribution made to tni 
Spanish Republican cause by some 
of our own people. (Labour tries 
of “ Not for money ".} 

MR WILSON—In view of Mr 
Fuuid's attitude non- and t■nut he 
took at the time .of tbe arguments 
about the Middle East, w» under¬ 
stand the strength of his views on 
this matter. 

MR SKINNER (Bolsovor, Lab)— 
He gets paid for it. (Interrup¬ 
tions.) 

MR FAULDS. on a ptunt nr 
nrdar—If the Speaker did not hear 
the observation of—I have to call 
him one of my colleagues—othir 
people did. Would you, Mr 
Speaker, care to comment on that 
matter ? 

The SPEAKER (Mr Gaorge 
Thomas)—Am I to understand p 
Skinner said Mr Fault’s was also 
paid for it ? (Some cries of “ Yes. 
ha did ”.) 

MR SKINNER—I have every rea¬ 
son to believe that Mr Fauids has, 
in fact, been paid in kind on many 
occasions or on the many visits he 
has paid to die Middle Ease. 

Tbe SPEAKER—It is entirely 
our of order for any member to 
cast personal reflections on any 
other. We work on the basis that 
we are Iioouurabic members. 
(Loud interruption*.) TF there is 
any imputation implied that llr 
Fauids was paid under similar dr- 
uuinstances, Mr Skinner must with¬ 
draw It. 

MR SKINNER—I have made it 
perfectly clear that Mr Fauids, not 
unlike many people in this 
Chamber, as instanced in the reg¬ 
ister of MPs* interests. Just pub¬ 
lished, has nude many visits ro the 
Middle East and as far as I am 
aware, on some of those occasions, 
they have been paid for by various 
bodies In order to . .. (loud pro¬ 
tasis.) 

The SPEAKER—I gather that is 
Mr Skinner’s way of sayieg he Is 
not making the charge that Mr 
Fauids took money as a mercenary 
which I gather was the Imputation 
of the first statement. 

Personal observations arc not 
only to be deplored; they are sheer 
bad taste. 

MR FAULDS—It has to be made 
clear that it is a common practice 
in this House that members do go 
on sponsored visits abroad and a 
great manv MPs have done so. 
There Is a 'great deal of difference 
between that and the clear accu¬ 
sation that Mr Skinner is 
apparently unable to realize in his 
somewhat limited mind—(inter¬ 
ruptions)—that when lie used the 
phrase “ He Is paid for it ” that ia 
a total bloody lie and he knows it. 
(Further loud interruptions and 
protests.) 


The SPEAKER—T do not like 
swearing in this place.

Mr SAMUEL SILKIN said In a 
written reply: So. Before relying 
arson the Act in such tircum- 
sfences, it is customary for prior 
warning to be given in a proclama¬ 
tion requiring tbe observance of 
neutrality in accordance with the 
law and calling attention to the 
liability to criminal penalties. No 
such proclamation has been made 
in relation to the present conflict 
in Angola.

Is it nor the case 
that the Soviet Union is spcndlr.g 
double what the United State* is 
spending on defence research and 
more than the whole uf toe west¬ 
ern world put together ? Is that 
any cause for satisfaction ? .And 
vital is It for ? 

Would Mr Mason agree his first 
task is rot only to resist cuts but 
to rebuild our defence forces and 
equipment to a level v.txeru thus 
are credible to our aPies and ene¬ 
mies alike ? 

MR MASON—'With regard! to 
Naco's job, there sit^irf be suffi¬ 
cient in quantity and qualitv to 
detar, and the United Kingdom is 
making a greater contribution lc 
tbs central front and eastern 
Atlantic than any other uf our 
ircstem European allies. 

As for defence expenditure as a 
percentage of gross rational pro¬ 
duct, we are still higher than any 
of oar Nato European allies. 

MR ADLEY (Christchurch and 
Lyrmogtou, C)—The recent offiocl 
Soviet complaint to the Govern¬ 
ment about the speech of Mrs 
Thatcher was the first such official 
complaint since Rihbentrop com¬ 
plained about a speech of Winston 
Churchill before the war. 

Is not the word “ detente " tn 
danger of becoming a 1970s version 
of the word “ appeasement ” ? Is 
It not Mr Mason's duty to awaken 
the nation to international reality ? 

MR MASON—I think it is a good 
thing to have a public discussion 
on defence but I think Mr Adley, 
like some of tbe Suez dreamers 
opposite, do not think there is the 
possibility this year of genuine 
detente.

Demand for 4 new faces’ poses 
problems for Signor Moro in 
forming a minority Government

Rome, Feb 10 

After more- than a month of. 
grinding negotiations, Signor 
Aldo Moro, the Prime Muiister- 
designate, today informed Presi¬ 
dent Leone that he was able to 
form a new Government. 

. Els. minority Christian Demo-' 
attt administration, dependent 
m Parliament on the abstention 
of former allies and only grudg¬ 
ingly supported by many of its 
own members, promises to be 
the flimsiest and. probably one 
of the shortest lived since the- 
Second World War. 

- Signor Moro was finally able 
to accept the mandate when tbe 
Socialist Party agreed to abstain 
in Parliament op his emergency 
programme to. deal with Italy’s 
grave- economic and monetary 
crisis. The Christian Democrats 
will have the support of only 
the small Social Democrat Party. 

Signor Moro’s task of choos¬ 
ing a new Cabinet is compli¬ 
cated by the reluctance of many 
of fils own colleagues to support 
the Government, as well as the 
usual problems of satisfying the 
various internal .factions, and 
personal ambitions. 

Apparently in response to 
repeated demands for “ new 
faces” in the Government, the 
Christian Democrats are said to 
have agreed rfaat former prime 
ministers should ' be excluded 
from tbe Government.' This 
would rule out Signor Mariano 
Rumor, tbe present Foreign 
Minister, Signor Amintore 


Fanfare, Signor Emilio Colombo, 
the present Treasury Minister, 
and Signor Giulio Andreotti, 
who heads both the Budget 
Ministry and the fund for the 
South. 

Political observers note, how¬ 
ever, thnr these include some of 
the least enthusiastic supporters 
of Signor Moro’s Government 
and the absence of such power¬ 
ful figures would weaken the 
administration, still further. 

Another problem is raised by 
Signor Luigi Gui, the outgoing 
Interior Minister, who is one of 
two former defence ministers 
alleged to have received bribes 
from the Lockheed Aircraft 
Corporation in return for 
favouring a contract for 
Hercules transport aircraft. The 
other is Signor Mario Tan ass i, 
a Social Democrat- 

Signor Gui, who denies .the 
charge, is reported to have 
asked Signor Moro to leave him 
out of his next Cabinet- He has 
also asked the Rome judiciary 
to open an inquiry. 

Left-wing newspapers today 
interpreted the lack of reaction 
to the Lockheed allegations in 
Italy—in . contrast .to. the 
proinpt investigations opened, 
in Holland, Japan, Turkey, and 
Colombia—as a sign of bow far 
standards in public life in Italy 
love deteriorated.

Strasbourg 
MPs seek ■ 
a better deal 
for farmers

The European- Community s 
annual farm price review 
moved into its final ph&se 
today with members - of the 
European Parliament pressing 
for more generous treatment 
for the Community’s nine mil* 
lion farmers. 

During a full-scale debate fn 
Strasbourg on the European 

Commission’s plans for price 
increases averaging 7 J> per 
cent this year,-most MPs cane 
out strongly in favour of in¬ 
creasing guaranteed minimum 
prices by some 9.5 per cent. If 
a final vote by the assembly on 
Thursday endorses tin's view, 
member governments such as 
rbe British, who have been-fry¬ 
ing to hold down increases to 
help consumers, trill - find 
themselves in - a difficult posi¬ 
tion. 

Although votes in the Euro- 
Dean Parliament are not bind¬ 
ing on member governments, 
they - often "have a significant 
influence on', final decisions 
taken by the Council of Minis¬ 
ters. The ministers of agricul¬ 
ture are due to resame their 
discussions on this year’s farm 
price review nest week with 
the intention of fixing new 
prices by the end of the month 
ar the latest. 

Today’s deliberations in 
Strasbourg revealed that a 
majority of Socialists v/ere.i/i 
favour of the Commission’s sug¬ 
gested increase. Some members 
of the Socialist group are 
expected to abstain in the final 
vote as a protest against the 
whole concept of the Com¬ 
munity’s agricultural policy. 

Surprisingly perhaps,- British 
Conservative MPs, who in post 
yearn have tended' to argue 
from a consumer point of 
view, are in favour of a 9.S 1 . per 
cent increase for farmers. Mr 
James Scott-Hopldns, the Con¬ 
servative spokesman for agri¬ 
culture in Strasbourg, said his 
group did not. -want- * a 
depressed industry, with people 
leaving the land or -farm 
workers being undercompen¬ 
sated for cost increases during 
recent montbs. 

Less surprisingly, he was 
opposed to the Commission’s 
suggestion that the special beef 
marketing system, secured by 
tbe British Government as-part 
of* its- renegotiation exercise a 
year ago, ■ should now be 
phased - out. 

“ Bearing in mind the need 
for borb beef and _ dairy 
herds”, Mr Scott-Hopkins said, 
“it is essential not to erode-the 
confidence of this sector' of 
our industry during the com¬ 
ing critical months. I hope that 
the Commission- will think 
again about its proposals.”

Huambo, the provisional capital 
of the coalition government set 
up by Uniia and the National 
Liberation Front (FNLA), fell 
to the combined MPLA-Cuban 
army on Sunday, and the only 
towns of any significance re¬ 
maining in Unita hands are 
Silva Porto, about SO miles east 
of Huanubo, and Sa da Bandeira 
and Mocamedes, some 300 miles 
south of Lobito. 

MPLA and Cuban forces were 
tonight reported to be thrusting 
southwards in the direction of 
Sa da Bandeira. A direct con¬ 
frontation with the South 
African Army, which is man¬ 
ning a defence line about 30 
□riles inside Angola, now-seems 
imminent. 

Lobito has been one of the 
main objectives. Although its 
capture was announced only 
tonight the defending Unita 
troops m-e believed to have 
evacuated the city several days 
ago^No opposition was reported. 

The country’s largest port, it 
stands at the head of the 
Benguela railway which runs 
from the Atlantic to the Zam¬ 
bian and Zaire copperbeh. 
Lobito and Benguela were both 
captured last November by the 
South African-led cohrmn which 
smashed its way northwards 
from the South-West African 
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border and got to within 250 
miles of Luanda before being 
halted by the MPLA. Since then, 
Lobito had been used for trans¬ 
porting supplies to the Unafca- 
controlled areas around Huambo 
and Silva Porto. 

The capture of Lobito, Ben¬ 
guela and Huambo means that 
the whole of the western section 
of the railway ds now in MPLA 
hands. The MPLA is also re¬ 
ported to be advancing towards 
the railway town of Luso in the 
eastern part of the country. 

It seems to be only a matter 
of time before Zambia and 
Zaire change their hitherto 
hostile attitudes towards the 
MPLA Both countries are 
heavily dependent on the rail¬ 
way, which has been closed 
since last August, ' for the 
export of their copper ore. 

There seems little chance 
that the MPLA-Cub an advance 
can be stopped. In the north of 
Angola they have virtually 
wiped out the FNLA, while in 
the east and the south Unita, 
if it is to continue fighting, will 
have to resort to guerrilla 
warfare.

Charges of allowing woman 
priests to celebrate Holy Com¬

• Mr Dalton Downs, of Cleve¬ 
land, Ohio* is tine second priest 
in . the stale . to have such 
charges brought agaanst him.

According to officials at the 
Episcopal church’s bead quarters 
In New York, woman priests 
have been allowed to celebrate 
Communion' in other' parts of 
the country, too, but church 
action has not so far been taken 
frills* the regular priests who 
lowed them to do so. 

Tire issue- 'came to a bead 
in 1974 when 11 women were 
ordained at a much-publicized 
ceremony in .Philadelphia. Four 
more were ordained last 
wiTfriimrp Ju Washington. These 
ordinations have alT been ruled 
invalid by. the Episcopal 
church's House of Bishops, but 
titis has sot deterred some sup* 
porters' of the ordination of 
women from allowing them to 
officiate.. 

The reformers' efforts are

Coali¬ 
tion for. the- Ordination of 
Women to the' Priesthood and 
the Episcopate, to&T me she 
thought they were within strik¬ 
ing distance of getting enough 
votes. 

The main objections to the 
ordination Of women came 
from .'the House of Deputies, 
the loafer of the convention’s 
two houses, which rejected, the 
idea in 1973.

Ftom Dencis End 

Innsbruck, Feb 10 

The Iasi of the Olympic Figure 
skating events . began at 8 am 
today when 21 women traced com¬ 
pulsory figures for the next six 
hours.’ At the end of ir all the 
neat, dark-haired West German of 

Hugenot descent, Isabel de 
Navarre, was in the lead. She is 
not a strong free skarer, however, 
and is likely to be overtaken in 
the remaining tv.-o stages of die 
event. The chief focus of Interest 
was the duel between the Ameri¬ 
can, Dorothy Hamill and the Dutch 
world champion Dianne de Leeuw. 
These two great rivals have met 
half a dozen times in the past, and 
the American has usually finished 
ahead, except last season. 

By the luck of the draw, they 
were first and second in the order 
of skating die first figure, so die 
keenly interested spectators could 
make an instant comparison. At 
first things went Miss Hamfil's 
way. She skated a fine, steady out¬ 
side counter, and received an al¬ 
most unanimous vote from the 
nine judges. Miss de Leeuw was 
second, with the West German, 
third. 

The situation changed dramatic¬ 
ally on the next figure, forward 
bracket-change-bracket. Miss de 
Navarre skated immaculately to 
take the overall lead ; she received 
a 4.7 out of 6 from the Canadian 
judge—a high mark for a compul¬ 
sory figure. Miss Ha mill’s edges 
wavered, and she was third on 
this figure. Miss de Leeuw was 
again second, but it was her turn 
to' lapse from grace on the last 
figure, a back loop-cbange-Ioop. 
Three skaters beat her on that 
one, with Miss de Navarre receiv¬ 
ing another 4.7 from Czechoslo¬ 
vakia this time.

The seriousness of the injury, 
caused by impact with the ice 
wall, was not at first apparent, 
for Tapp walked off the course. 


under Ins own steam with a gash 
showing through his blue and 
white suit. But expert ad rice was 
at hand because Livers edge is a 
Surrey surgeon, and Tapp was 
soon whisked away to hospital. 
While training here 12 years ago, 
on the same hiU though not the 
same run (the present one has 
been rebuilt to accommodate both 
bob mid toboggan), Kay Skrzy- 
peckS, a Briton of Polish extrac¬ 
tion, left the run- altogether and 
suffered such injuries that be died 
within an hour of reaching hos¬ 
pital. He was 53. 

Dr Liversedge explained how tbe 
accident happened. “ We went into 
the sweeping left hand curve 
shortly after the Kreiscl [spuming 
top] rather late and didn’t come 
out of it and the wagon turned 
on its side.

Olympic accreditations withdrawn

Innsbruck, Feb 10 

The Olympic accreditations (per¬ 
mission to attend events) awarded 
to representatives of Radio Free 
Europe, a politically motivated and 
American-funded broadcasting 
agency, have been withdrawn. 
This derision has been taken on 
the instructions of the Inter¬ 
national Olympic Committee on a 
strictly legalistic interpretation of 
their rules. 

The accreditations were not 
signed by the National Olympic 
Committee of the country con¬ 
cerned, in this case West Ger¬ 
many, as the agency is based in 
Munich. But there is more to it 
than that. The IOC have com¬ 
pared tiie treatment given to RFE 
with that accorded the European 
Broadcasting Union and its eastern 
counterpart, the Organization In- 
rernationaie de Radio et Tele-

vision, and feel that an injustice 
has been done. 

Why, they ask, were the EBU- 
OITF accreditations, which are 
genuine, reduced by IS on the 
ground that the organizing com¬ 
mittee here were confined to a 
total of 1,750, when they were 
able to find 12 places (mostly 
American) for a body who have 
no sporting interest in the normal 
way and whose prime motive is co 
beam the truth, as they see it, to 
Eastern Europe ? The matter was 
brought to the IOC’s notice by a 
voice from tbe East, no doubt also 
moved by political considerations. 
The IOC then asked Mr Berti 
Neumann, the chief of press here, 
to withdraw the accreditations im¬ 
mediately. He asked RFE to re¬ 
turn them within one week.

Wiggins wins Oxford’s marginal seat

The Oxford president, Graham 

March 20. Five of the 1975 crew— 
Hines. Beak. Mason, Baird, and 
Calvert (coxswain)—retain their 
places. 

The remainder of the crew con¬ 
sists of Wiggins, a freshman with 
two bronze and one silver medal 
In world junior championships to 
his credit. Brown, an American 
freshman from Cornell University 
and a member of the 1974 United 
States world championship eight, 
and two of the successful 1975 bis 
crew; Plunketr and Edwards. It is 
a formidable lineup. 

In selecting his crew, Innes 
stressed yesterday that, .the order 
of rowing may vet be changed. 
One place possibly to come under 
scrutiny is the seventh seat, 
presently occupied by the lanky 
Edwards. But 'ft seems unlikely 
that die remainder of the stern 
four will be altered. Baird, wbo 
rowed bow in the Oxford crew last 
year, is a 'fluent stroke. Many 
felt- last year that be should have 
sfroked Oxford for he is certainly 
a leader more than a follower. 

Tbe remainder of tbe stern four 
is particularly formidable with tbe 
1974 world champioti Brown—a 
tower of strength to Oxford—at 
six backed by -Plunkett, a giant- 
sized Ulsterman. Plunkett tips the 
scales at present at IGst and 
stands 6ft 7]In. He confidently ex¬ 
pects to add on at least another 
41b of muscle before March 20 
and should certainly qualify as the 
heaviest Boat Race oarsman of 
all time. 

The selection of tbe Oxford 
crew must bare been over the 
so-called marginal seats and 
obviously the resident Blues have 
had to fight for lhdr places. Innes 
changed to row on bow side, 
which certainly needs strengthen¬ 
ing, for some weeks but ft was 
not a successful transition. Innes 
bas gained the second scat with 
the Blues, Beak and Mason, at 
present In. front of him at three . 
and four respectively. 

Surprisingly;-'the last available 
place was fought out between 
.Viggins, a freshman, and Wright, 
an Isis oarsman.

The camera on the tripod in 
Miles Forman's London hotel 
room pointed directly across 
Hyde Park. Was he taking a 
few tatsoim shots ? ’No,-he had 
just £knw» in nrom Tokyo, 
which is a good place to buy 
tenses and London is fine for 
trying them out . 

r /yrtrinn and Tokyo, as well 
as Paris, Hamburg aod Rome, 
are on the widsttehscop promo- 
tViaT route for Milos Forman's 
new film. One flew Over the 
Cuckoo'S Nest , which opens at 
the end of the moimx at die 
Odeco, Leicester Square. 
Cuckoo started turning up at 
Ee&tinrsls at the end of last year 
Lo considerable aedakn: David 
Robinson described it. in the 
warmest terms on this page 
after the Pars Film FestivaL 
lt$ star. Jack Nicholson, is 
being widely tipped to win ah 
Osf ar for his performance and, 
if. there is anv justice, Milos 
Forjuan sisouid be on . there 
with a chance for his dkecciou. 

Cuckoo is set in a mental 
hospital, which is upset by the 
arrival of a new internee 
(Nicholson), ‘ wito_ .starts 
tnfi patients auto 
rebellious groups* It is. by no 
maans clear jusc bow sane me 
newcomer is; he might be 
crazy or he might be getting 
off heavy duties in the local 
prison. Jack Nicholson’s eyes, 
now—wild and _ raving, now 
precisely cakulauiiig, give_noth¬ 
ing away.' 

Before starting to -shoot 
Forman spent three weeks. ia-.. 
side the Oregon State Hospital. 
“I always have to observe the 
ground and the people before 
I make a Sim. When I was pre¬ 
paring The Firemarfs Ball in 
Czechoslovakia I spent a simi¬ 
lar time just living with a group 
of firemen in Krkonose (the 
mountain range by the Polish 
frontier], eating with them, 
drinking with them each even¬ 
ing—I almost became an 
alcoholic. 1 stayed with the 
hippies in Greenwich Village 
before starting Taking Off. 

** With Cuckoo ir was a little 
different. We. ware in. the 
nurses* quarters and had'total 
access to every past of the 
hospital; the key to each sec¬ 
tion and to each ward was at 
our disposal day and night. It 
was important to watch be- 
haviour because I did not want 
to be accused of being phoney; 
but it was equally vital not lo 
become Coo involved- I didn’t 
warn to end up os an expert 
on lunacy. 

“As you know, we nmsnea 
by working in closest coopera- 
den with the hospital. Its 
director. Dr Brooks [who plays 
the head of the asylum in the 
film], felt that it'would help 
fleany of his patients to be in¬ 
volved in some way with a 
Bollywood movie. He wanted

to use us for therapeutic pur¬ 
pose, and in some .. cases it> 
worked. And we in turn useu 
his f aciliti es. I picked a model 
patient for every characte r in 
the movie and toM each actor 
to' track ids model," to watch 
how he walked, talked, moved. 
It must have succeeded to some 
extent; because the fUsn has 
just be«R requested for _ a 
psychiatric conference in Paris.” 

Cuckoo marks a change in. 
MDos Forarran’s career because 
vmfr'nl now he has avoided using 
stars and indeed h&s de clar ed 
himself against then. “That 
attitude started in Czecho¬ 
slovakia for purely practical 
reasons. There is only a small 
pool of actors .there and when 
you are making your first 
movies they don’t wsmt to know 
about you, particularly if you 
ore filming outside Prague. 
They are making television- 
fTtmc by day and appeasing on 
stage in the evening. So rather 
than accept the second-rate I 
turned to the non'professionals 
—they at least brought fresh¬ 
ness to the screen.

When the Metropolitan Opera, 
gave the world premiere of 
Puccini’s II Trittico on Decem¬ 
ber 14, 1918, the three leading 
female roles were handsomely 
cast: Claudia Muzio as Gicr-- 
getta in 11 Tabarro, Geraldine 
Farrar as Angelica in Suor. 
Angelica and Florence Easton 
as Lauretta in Gianni Sckiccld 
—Lkree very different sopranos 
for three very different parts, 
both vocally and dramatically. 
Occasionally one singer has 
ventured all three in the course 
of a single evening on those few 
instances when this trilogy is 
still grouped together as the 
composer wished, but usually 
the outcome is only partially 
satisfactory (Renata Tebaldi on 
discs. Beverly Sills several sea¬ 
sons ago at the New York City 
Opera). Even so, when a 
soprano of-more than ordinary 
quality attempts such a tour de 
force," opera goers are at die 

very l*ast assured of an occa¬ 
sion. Such was the case when 
Renata Scotto assumed the 
three roles recently in the Metis 
current staging of Trittico , the 
first integral production of the 
operas bv the company since 
1S20. 

Scotto's Angelica was perhaps 

her most interesting portrayal 

—certainly the part offered her 

the most scope to display her 
astortrae&r of vocal effects and 
gift for concentrated character 
delineation. This Angelica 
apparently lost her reason the 
instant she learned her child 
was dead—the subsequent 
lament, suicide and miracle all 
took place in her mind. There 
was, in fact, no miracle, at all, 

only a blinding white light as 
the dying nun imagined a 
little child before her whose 
band she seemed to take before ' 
toppling over dead. A most 
affecting solution for this prob¬ 
lematical moment which so 
often can be dreadfully senti¬ 
mental. Only a few rather 
harsh notes marred Scottxrs 
Giorgetta, which otherwise 
smouldered with frustration 
and cleverly calculated verismo 
details. The soprano’s Lauretta, 
on the other hand, was far too 


diva-ish—instead of a brief 
lyrical interlude, “ O mio 
babbino caro "-was inflated into 
a grandiose vehicle for- the 
prima donna. 

The other aspects of the Metis 
new Trittico were not especially 
remarkable, save perhaps for 
Cornell MacNeil’s still robust 
Michele and Frank Guarrera’s 
impish if vocally threadbare 
SchicchL The staging by 
Fabrizio Melano' resulted in a 
straightforward Tabarro, a 
delicately bend led. Angelica and. 
a ribald Schiccbi which iuelu¬ 
ded Buoso Donsti’s corpse as 
the principal and heavily man¬ 
handled stage prop. 

The only other comparable 
event cf excitement at the Met 
during recent months was the 
debut of Sarah Caldwell' the 
first woman conductor to 
appear with the company, lead¬ 
ing La Traciata. It was a beauti¬ 
fully executed performance— 
this orchs?D-a only plays so 
superbly wh:a the man (or 
woman) hafore them has' 
earned their complete resrect. 
The textures were especially 
distinctive for their grace, de!i- 
c-icv and utter tran*prrency; 
each of Verdi's small bat im¬ 
portant daubi . of orchestral 
colour—a stabbing tone from 
an oboe, an aching counter- 
melody for a solo cello—can 
rarely have been turned with 
such do Tenancy or to such musi¬ 
cal effect. Tempos tended to 
be stately but always adjusted 
to the singers’ requirements 
with rhe utmost fleribHity. 

Unfortunately the singing, left 
a good deal to be desired. 
Eeverly Sills, who had hurt her 
hick, was in poor voice, and 
Stuart Elhtows. for all the 
mellifluous efeem of his soft 
graned voice, is not a Verdi 
renor, William Walker stepped 
in for Jngvar Wixeli as Germoot 
and gave a capable perform¬ 
ance. This was to have been a 
completely uncut reading of the 
ooera. but owing to Sills’s and 
Wixell’s indisposition, only 
Alfredo’s cabaletta and the cus¬ 
tomarily omitted portions of the 
“Parigi, o cara" duet could 
be reinstated.

Tradition dies bard and it 
is customary to think of toe 
French as restaurateurs and 
hoteliers. Tins is a narrow 
concept, however, for the 
French also have a. strong 
commercial and financial 
presence in Britain, not least 
in banking and insurance, in 
well established areas such 
as the import and marketing 
of French wines and foods 
as well as in newer ventures 
such as North Sea explora¬ 
tion. 

Increasingly the French 
are becoming involved in 
the setting of their industrial 
manufactures in Britain — 
one has only to think of 
Renault cars, for instance — 
yet They have "been slow 
to establish manufacturing 
plants here. In part this can 
be explained by the history 
of the trading links between 
Britain and France. 

In the nineteenth century 
the two countries were each 
other’s most important trad¬ 
ing p a rtn ers although their 
mutual trade declined sadly 
as each turned to empire 

and, £a-the protectionist era 
of the 1920s,' it dwi ndled to 
almost negligible proportions. 
Anglo-French trade did not 
begin to recover until the 
1960s, a period which co¬ 
incided with France’s shift 
from an agricultural to an 
industrial producer. 

Changing trade 
patterns 

France and Britain now do 
about 64 per cent of their 
total external trade with each 
other and although this soil 
falls far short of the 20 per 
cent level reached a century 
ago, there are signs that the 
recovery will continue more 
rapidly. What M Philippe 
Lagard, general manager of 
the French Chamber of Com¬ 
merce in London, calls “ a 
new complementarity * is de¬ 
veloping in Anglo-French 
trade patterns, not the com¬ 
plementarity of raw materials 
once evident hut that of 
aerospace, electronics and 
other technological and in¬ 
dustrial products. 

In time this will mean that 
the French will establish 
more manufacturing plants 
in Britain and vice versa. 
Then French direct invest¬ 
ment In Britain will no lon¬ 
ger be limited to groups such 
as Michelin, L’Or&al, Rhdne- 
Poulene (through May & 
Baker), Chambourcy and a 
handful of others. 

Making a direct investment 
in Britain, bowevef, Is the 
fourth stage along the route 
from simply exporting from 
France, which reouires a 
minimal presence of French 
nationals actually to produce

stumbling block; the French 
are understandably wary 
about any venture which 
involves the employment of 
British labour. Both M 
Lsgard and M Jean Wahl, 
economic couuseBar ait the 
French Embassy in London, 
although they are reticent 
about passing judgment on 
Britain’s industrial ilk, con¬ 
fess that this,is a problem. 

M Wahl, however, is more 
optimistic now about 
Britain’s future than he 
has been for a long 
time. At least, there is 
a general awareness of the 
problems and the need to do 

something about thorn, be 
says, whereas before he 
sensed a certain refusal to 
acknowledge economic reality 
among certain sections of the 
British population. He dates 
the change of attitude from 
1975. 

This is not the only cause 
for optimism in the French 
view of Britain’s economic 
future. They see the North 
Sea as a means of restoring 
the country’s balance of pay¬ 
ments equilibrium by 1980 
and as giving the British a 
breathing space of at least 15 
year* to go forward into a 
new era of economic expan¬ 
sion. 

The French have already 
estaMrrhed themselves quite 
substantially in Britain's 
North Sea oil and gas ex¬ 
ploration. Three French 
companies, the privately 
owned Toiafl (HI Marine (a 
wholly owned subsidiary of 
Compognie Frangaise des 
Petroles) and two state con¬ 
cerns, ELF-ERAP and Aqui¬ 
taine, are involved. Total is 
the operator <ra tine United 
Kingdom side and the two 
other groups operate in. the 
Norwegian sector through 
Petronord. 

Total discovered the Frigg 
gas field, which will even¬ 
tually supply about 30 per 
cent of Britain’s natural gas 
needs. The group - employs 
some 15 French people in 
Aberdeen where the ter¬ 
minal to bring the Frigg gas 
ashore is being built, ■ and 
about the same number in. 
London. . Total’s new Aber¬ 
deen offices will require a 
considerably larger, staff. 

Grouped around Total are 
French North' Sea services 
companies operating in and 
around Aberdeen and ir was 
for the 30 or so children of 
employees involved in these 
groups that Total recently 
organized a snecial French 
school in Aberdeen.

A tangible 
example of tins h a remark¬ 
able instit u tion or dub 
known as La Mascotze. 
Founded in 1871, ft has a 
constant membership of 20 
French business and profes¬ 
sional men (no women) and 
one Englishman known 
somewhat ambiguously as 
the “BF” or “British. 
Friend”. 

One intriguing feature of 
this cabalistic society far that, 
should one of its members 
ever go bankrupt the other 
members will “ see him back 
on his feet”. A condition.of 
the individuals salvation, 
however, is that he must 
then relinquish the status of 
belonging to La Mascoeta. 
The members, who meet 
about once a month at Le 
Bresson restaurant in.South. 
Kensington, are reticent 
about saying whether any¬ 
one has ever had to be res¬ 
cued from difficulties of this 
sort. 

One difficulty which, the 
French community in the 
City cannot easily overcome 
through mutual help is- its 
comparative isritatioa from 
fts British colleagues. As M 
Guy de la Presle, president 
of ‘the French Chamber of 
Co mm erce and a senior 
executive of the Banque de 
Suez (UK), says, the prob¬ 
lem is even more acute for 
French wives. The French 
banker wBl usually have to 
lire in or near South Ken¬ 
sington, dose to the Lyc6e, 
while his English colleague 
win often be a commuter. 

Spread to 
provinces 

For aH that, the French 
banking community in Lon¬ 
don and the provinces is 
thriving. It concentrates 
mainly on financing French 
trade, although deposit and 
merchant banking is also 
carried on. The big three 
nationalized French banks, 
Banque Nationale de Paris, 
Societe G£n£rale and-Credit 
Lyonnais, have offices in the 
City, as. do the merchant 
banks, Banque de Suez, 
Banque de Paris et des Pays- 
Bas and Banque Worms 
(UK). The list also includes 
Banque de ITsdochine (now 
-merged with Snez in France), 
Credit Commercial de 
France, Credit Industrie! et 
Commercial, Caisse Centrale 
des Banques Populaires, 
and Union Bancaire, . all 
in London. Several French 
banks have also moved" to 
Edinburgh and Glasgow, 
Leeds, Manchester and Sir-, 
mingham, apparently with 
great success in deposit and 
commercial banking. 

Similarly, French Insur¬ 
ance companies have spread 


from London to the pro¬ 
vinces, and Nort h era Star, a 
joint subsidiary of France’s 
biggest insurance gout*, 
Union .des Assurances ae 
Paris, and of the Traha n La 
Concorde' . group, has its 
offices in Croydon., The 
Norman Insurance Company, 
a- subsidiary of the state- 
owned Les Groupes des 
Mutnelles du Mans, has its 
offices in Reading. 

UAP operates, directly 
through a branch in the.jChy 
of London, as do the state- 
owned Assurances Generates 
de 1 France and its subsidiary. 
City Genera], putting- French 
insurance capacity, at. the 
disposal of the_Lpndon mar¬ 
ket: - • Reinsurance, is. repre- 
seated through the. Societe 
Co mm era ale de Reassurance 

fScofti s private'group. The: 
French are also lir the Lon¬ 
don marine market through I 
United "Kingdom underwrit¬ 
ing agents. 

The French stockbroking 
presence in London is small- 
and, according to a member 
of the principal firm repre¬ 
sented, Chevreux de Ybiec 
of Paris, concentrates mainly 
on keeping United, Kingdom 
institutional clients abreast 
of developments in the 
French markets. The other 
French firm represented is 
Juiien du Catel. A third, 
Meeschaert, withdrew from 
London recently. 

M Wahl thinks that the: 
French financial contingent 
in London and elsewhere in 
Britain had probably reached 
its maximum .-size for the 
present, although it could 
grow a g ain in line with .any 
increase in Anglo-French 
trade. The French Chamber 
of Commerce is doing - its ut¬ 
most to bring about growth 
by practical steps to aid 
transport and customs clear¬ 
ance of goods, as well as a 
common passport checkpoint 
for travellers between the 
two countries. 

One cannot think oF the 
French commercial presence 
in Britain without mention¬ 
ing an organization with:: the 
appetizing title Food from 
France (Sopexa), which is in 
London under the direction 
of Mr H. TL Fresson. Sopexa 
is complemented by another 
promotion organization, 
French Wine Farmers, under 
M. Louis Vialard. 

it appeazs- that most mem¬ 
bers of the French business 
community in Britain are 
very happy, tvitir their lot. 
While perhaps envying the 
British executive and mana¬ 
ger his shorter working day 
they find it remarkable that 
his salary and standard of 
living is “ two or three times 
less” than theirs. "

One cannot use the term 
“ community ” of the 
French in Northern England 
in the sense that one does 
for their feHow-oountrymeu 
in London. In the - north 
there is none, of the concen¬ 
tration of people mrfaich in 
the capital revolves, around 
a large embassy, the City 
and the lycie. The French 
presence is scattered and 
much of k consists of 
people married to Britons. 
Only Greater Manchester 
and Merseyside have suable 
French communities. 

The chief diplomatic 
representative in the North 
is M Bruno Radius, Consul- 
General in Liverpool. The 
consulate was established 
shortly after the Napoleonic 
wans and is France’s oldest 
in Britain. 

M Radius is responsible 
for the Isle of Man and 20 
counties between the Scot¬ 
tish border and.a line which 
runs from Aberystwyth in 
the west to Hie Wash in the 
east, excluding Nottingham¬ 
shire, He is assisted by 10 
honorary consuls whose dis¬ 
tribution reflects the main 
French interests in the 
north—industry, particularly 
textiles, and fishing. There 
are French consuls in Man¬ 
chester and Bradford; a 
Belgian looks after French 
interests in the Isle of Man; 
and Britons look after them 
in Newcastle upon Tyne, 
Middlesbrough, Sunderland, 
HalL, Grimsby, Goole and 
Fleetwood. 

There are also three vice- 
consuls, two in Manchester, 
responsible for commerce 
and industry and far educa¬ 
tion and culture, and one in 
Sheffield, who is in .charge 
of a government office for 
fruit and vegetables. 

Just over 4,700 people 
have registered as French 
residents with the consulate 
although M Radius reckons 
that there are about 6-200 in 
his area altogether. Of those 
registered, schoolchildren, 
students and assistants (stu¬ 
dent teachers working in 
schools) form the largest 
group CL228), followed by 
housewives (1,073), children 
under school age (925), 
people in commerce (437) 
and industry (323) and 
teachers in both state and 
private systems (310). 

Apart from the main cate¬ 
gories there are 203 people 
who have retired in the 
north, about 50 nuns, agri¬ 
cultural workers, circus per¬ 
formers and a bishop. 

The main concentrations 
are arouod Liverpool and 
Manchester. One of the 
longest-standing members of 
the Liverpool community is 
M Hilaire Marteau from 
Tours. He came to England 
in 1943 after escaping from 
occupied France trough 
Spain and served with the 
Free French air force. In 


1950 he married a girl from 
Liverpool- and has Kved 
there since. He werits for 
the Compagnie Fran^aise de 
FAfrique Ocri den tale 

(CFAO), which has been 
trading with West Africa 
from Liverpool since 1895. 

• Despite bis Jong stay' in 
Britain M Marteau remains 
very much a Frenchman. He 
wears' a beret, goes to 
France at least once a year 
and makes sure that he gets 
enougi wine to drink at 
reasonable prices. He says 
there is not much of a 
French community in Uver- 

E ool; _ many ' people ' are 
o use wives, waiters or cooks 
who find it difficult to get 
to - meetings or parties in 
the evening. 

Two years ago M Marteau 
started a club in the centre 
of iJverpool called Le 
M£tro. He rented some wine 
cellars built in the early 
eighteenth century, cleared 
100 tons of rubbish from 
them and set up a res¬ 
taurant, bar and disco¬ 
theque. The walls are decora¬ 
ted with signs from the Paris 
M£tro. 


Chaplain to 
Chinese 


The dub has about 900 
members, many of them stu¬ 
dents from the university. 
French people visiting 
Liverpool are allowed m 
automatically. The dub is 
run by a committee of four 
Frenchmen and three 
Britons and it organizes lec¬ 
tures, films and sessions of 
folk and pop music. M Mar¬ 
teau hopes to open a 
French restaurant there as 
well. 

One of the most distin¬ 
guished members of Le 
Metro is Monscigneur Ren6 
Boisguerin, Eishop of Suifu 
in the Chinese province - of 
Szechwan. Mgr Boisguerin 
was expelled from China in 
1952 after 18 years there as 
a missionary, six of them as 
bishop. Although still tech¬ 
nically Bishop of Suifu be 
has for many years worked 
as chaplain to Chinese 
Roman Catholics in Britain. 
He chose to live in Liver¬ 
pool because of its sizable 
Chinese community and the 
welcome he received from 
the archbishop while tour¬ 
ing die country in search of 
a base. 

Mgr Boisguerin, who is 
from Normandy, now feels 
more at home in England 
than in France. He retains a 
great love and admiration 
for China and is translating 
Chinese lyric poetry into 
French. 

In Manchester the honor¬ 
ary consul is M Hubert 


Dupoht-Lhoteltin, managing 
director of Mossley Wool 
Combing and Spinning. The 
company, a subsidiary of 
Mdtte-Porhse of Roubtix, 
was one of about six which 
moved in to Britain in the 
early 1930s to evade a 7jr 
per cent import duty on ho¬ 
siery yarn. Only two are 
still operating. M Dupont- 
Lhotelaen says there is less 
need for factories on both 
sides of the Channel now 
that Britain has joined the 
EEC. 

M Dupont-Lhotelain came 
to Britain in 1948, initially 
for six months. His children 
are being educated partly in 
England,- partly in France, 
and he himself plans to 
spend his retirement- in 
both countries. ■ 

There has been little in¬ 
crease in die French indus¬ 
trial presence in recent 
years. The big names are 
Rhone-Penile nc (chemicals), 
Michelin (tyres), CFAO, 
SCO A (general trading), 
CeUaer (equipment for me 
paper industry), DBA 
(brake linings), Dewavrin 
and Prouvost-Lef&bvre (both 
wool merchants), Dam&rt 
(thermal underwear), Sdi- 
luxnberger (measuring 

equipment), Leroy-Sotmer 
(electric motors), PC Comp- 
teurs (meters), and T416m6- 
canique EJectrique (electric 
and electronic components). 
Peugeot set up a distribu¬ 
tion network for the north¬ 
west just over two years 
ago. M Regis de Lalen the 
general - manager, began 
work during the three*lay 
week and remembers show¬ 
ing cars to potential buyers 
by torchlight After this dif¬ 
ficult start, business rose by 
about one third last year. 

If there has been little 
recent change in France’s 
economic presence in the 
north, cultural represen¬ 
tation has been enhanced by 
the setting up of a cul&Eral 
office in Manchester, the 
first of its kind outside Lon¬ 
don. This is run by M 
Stanislas de Laboulaye, who 
was previously lecturing in 
French philosophy at the 
University of Manchester. 
One aspect of his job is to 
act as a link between 
French artistes and British 
promoters for the staging in 
the North of concerts, plays 
and exhibitions. The other 
is to keep an eye on French 
teachers and assistants and 
to arrange exchanges be¬ 
tween British and French 
schools. 

He has been involved in 
the creation of an associa¬ 
tion of teachers of French, 
many of whom are experi¬ 
encing difficulties in teach¬ 
ing their subject, and hopes 
to promote exchanges of 
pupils across the Channel 


by .persuading- Lancashire 
and Haute-Sayoie to twin. 

For M' Radius the job of 
consul-general in Liverpool 
is a quiet one. Most French 
in the north have been set¬ 
tled there for years. There 
is lirtie tourism and the in¬ 
cidents, such as drunken¬ 
ness and pot-smoking, which 
sometimes accompany it 
There is apparently-a good 
understanding between. the 
French consuls: and the 
police. 

The most - serious 'inci¬ 
dents ' -have concerned 
French fishing ' vessels 
seized off the Isle of Man 
for -breaking regulations 
peculiar to- .the island. M 
Radius says these happened 
because the French Govern¬ 
ment failed to inform the 
fishermen of . Manx 
autonomy after ' Britain’s 
eotiy into the EEC. 

My impressions from a 
brief visit to Liverpool and 
Manchester are that while 
Frenchmen find the towns 
ugly they appreciate being 
able to reach the country¬ 
side quickly. Being more 
scattered than their compa¬ 
triots in London they tend 
to integrate with their sur-i 
roundings more easily. j 

Some find the shopping 
fa ci lities mediocre. One man; 
said he did not care for the 
cut of English clothes and 
that it had taken hkn a long 
time to find the kind of 
coffee he liked. The wife of 
another goes to Chester to 
find good book and antique 
shops. 

No mention 
of pubs 

There were a few good 
restaurants but they were 
expensive; generally one 
got better value for money 
in France. No 'one men¬ 
tioned British pubs. The 
opportunities for leisure— 
concerts,' plays, touring! 
opera and ballet enmpanies,' 
public libraries, sporting 
facilities, the proximity of 
the Lake District and Snow¬ 
donia—were appreciated. • 

The absence of a French 
school, in the North presents 
special problems. Sending 
children back to France is 
expensive and it is some¬ 
times difficult to arrange 
for them to be looked after 
during the term. On' the 
other hand, by attending an 
English school the chDd has 
the chance to became bi- 
linga&L 

Although the French 
might not have made the 
North their first choice in 
coming to Britain, they 
seem to settle there happily. 
This is the result above all 
of the friendliness of the 
local people. 


The London Lycee, like 
many of the otter 40 ex- 
pa tn are lycies run by the 
French. Government across 
the world, is a day. school 
for four to 19-year-olds. It 
has 2^200 children fro m 70 
different masons. It offers 
the French national pro¬ 
gramme so that, for exam¬ 
ple, the large numbers of 
Lebanese children evacuated 
from the lycie in Beirut can' 
follow their studies in Lon¬ 
don as smoothly as if they 
moved from lycie to Zpcde 
in France. 

The London Lycee did 
not begin opposite the Vic¬ 
toria and Albert Museum in 
I South Kensington. It was 
! started in 1915 as a school 
.for Belgian refugees . in 
Buckingham Palace Road. 
Five years earlier Mada me 
Marie d'Orhac, a young 
French woman, had onened 
a small centre of French 
{culture in Marble Arch 
Haase. This soon became 
the French Institute and 
after the war Madame 
Bohn, the director, took 
over the school for refu¬ 
gees, who numbered about 
200 . . 

When the school entered 
its. present premises in 1938. 
■the 500 children were 
mainly French. Under M 
Augustin Gaudin after the 
Second World War k deve¬ 
loped its biculturai identity 
and opened its doors enthu¬ 
siastically to the children of 
British Francophiles. M 
Gaudin devised the tronc 
commvn curriculum winch 
has made the lycee so uni¬ 
que and so successf ul aca¬ 
demically in both England 
and France. 

British children who can¬ 
not speak a word of preach 
are immersed in a complete¬ 
ly French school from the 
age--of- four. In the fourth' 
form-, the two .nationalities 
begin three hours a week of 
English lessons- ■ Schools in 
either country which offer a 
second - language so young 
are rare. Experiments Jn 
both have beat tentative 
and not altogether success¬ 
ful. Bur - in the London 
Lycee it is almost a tradi¬ 
tion. 

Until 15 aU children share 
a mainly common.education 
leading to the brevet (Ten- 
seignement du ' premier 
cycle, France’s basic school- 
leaving examination. After¬ 
wards the pupils divide be¬ 
tween. a French branch lead¬ 
ing ro the baccdLmnreat and 
an EngUsh branch which 
takes them through ' O and 
A _: levels. Some of the ■ 
brightest children do O 
level before joining the ba> 
caldvriat stream. - 

The- difficulties of trying 
to-prepare -for tfre countries 
examination systems under 
the same roof ^ are twofold. 
First, some children whose 
future in either England or 
France is- still undefier-' 
mined have to make the 
decision at an early age. In 
tiie. second and third years 
of secondary schooling they 
have to decide whether to 
be withdrawn for- lessons in 
mathematic^ physics and 
chemistry to meet the exigen¬ 
cies of the EngEsb General 
Certificate of Education. 

Second, the O level course 
limited in many other sub¬ 
jects to a crarii course of 
one year suits only brightly 
motivated pupils. But the 
atmosphere of a French 
lycde is less formal, the 
supervision less intense, and 
the need for parents to 
goad more slothful children 
much greater than in a Bri¬ 
tish public school. 

Extra-curricular activities 
at the Lycee leave some¬ 
thing to be desired. One 
parent said thar the only 
flourishing activity was a 
cinema club. There was little 
music and not much 
theatre. Bad by English 
state school standards, the 
Lycee is not poor in this

In the early 1970s the 
Lycee may hare reached its 
peak in biculturaiism, ’.vith 
at one time 1,100 EngUsh 
pupils. The numbers are 
now limited to 80 or 90 a 
year because of the rapid 
growth in the French 
colony in London. Between 
1965 and 1975 French 
people registered with the 
French consulate grew flora 
7,000 to 27,783. 

It was reared that many 
French .firms were being 
discouraged from opening 
up subsidiaries, in Britain 
because of die lack of 
French educational facili¬ 
ties. The proportion at the 
Lycee is now 32 per cent 
French, 28 per cent British, 
12 per cent children of 
Anglo-French marriages and 
the rest other nationalities. 

Fees at the Lycee have 
increased by 70 per cent in 
the past two years'. This 
could begin to deter British 
parents because the gep in 
-costs between the ' Lycee 
and the leading London pri¬ 
vate day schools has nar¬ 
rowed. Fees at the Lycee 
are- £134 a term for the 
1,000 primary- pupils and 
£152 for the 1,200 second¬ 
ary. 

The French parents are 
the more vociferous about 
thi&-.. M . Michel Tisser, 
president of the Association 
des Parents d’EIeves, said 
the same education in 
France was available free. 
But he admitted that 90 per 
cent of the. French parents 
had the fees subsidized at 
least in part by their 
employers. 

According . to M Carre 
the fees would be .nearly 
£300 higher a year were it 
not for the subsidy from the 
French Government - which, 
during the present time of 
high inflation^ provides 
about a fifth of the school's 
budget and entails expend¬ 
iture running into hundreds 


of thousand of pomu 
year.

Nothing speaks more 
eloquently of the ecumenical 
spirit of the age than the 
cordial relations .which exist 
between the . two main 
French religious communi¬ 
ties in London. L'Eglise Pro- 
testame Franchise de 
Londres fa Soho Square owes 
its existence to past cen¬ 
turies of severe persecution 
by or fa the name of the 
Roman -Catholic Church, 
once all-powerful fa France. 
The foundations of the 
French Roman Catholic com-, 
munity were laid when the 
French Revolution over¬ 
threw that power. - - 

In each case the English' 
welcomed the fleeing 
French, thereby enriching 
English culture, commerce, 
and religious life. Today the 
two communities look to 
each other as close allies. 
When a small group of 
French Protestants and 


Church in Bobo is almost the 
last v&iHe link. A French 
church survives in Brighton, 
mainly through English sup¬ 
port; and the cr yp t of Can¬ 
terbury Cathedral is stfll 
dedicated to that use, as at 
has been for. 400 years. ; 

Only in' London is the 
French Protestant com¬ 
munity large enough to sus¬ 
tain a viable level of parish 
life. Even so, the regular 
Sunday congregation, drawn 
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Bible, as they regularly do, 
there most be a smile on the 
face of many a Huguenot 
ghost looking on from the 
shadows. 

Ey any reckoning -fte 
Huguenot influence on Eng¬ 
lish life was substantial. Its 
origins, go back more than 
400 yarns to the days of 
Henry Vm, when Arch¬ 
bishop Craumer-had offered 
England to the continental 
reformers as “a most safe 
harbour ”, Edvrard VI 
granted a royal charter to 
the French Protestant 
Church fa 1550, a copy of 
which is on display fa the 
church in Soho Square to¬ 
day, and thus began a loDg 
tradition of royal protection. 
It is still the custom for the 
sovereign to approve the 
appointment of the Protest¬ 
ant maiiisrer in charge, 
although this is now a cere¬ 
monial formality. The new 
minister, . the Reverend 
Claude Vanderifaden, is ex? 
peering to receive his notice 
of approval, bearing the per¬ 
sonal signature of the 
Queen, fa the nest few 
weeks.. 

But the Huguenot identity 
has faded, by soaking into 
the fabric of English culture, 
and the French Protestant 


than in hundreds, though a 
considerably larger number 
maintains contact with the 
church. Soho is no longer 
the heart of the French com¬ 
munity, and mapy French 
Protestants look to their 
local English church, usually 
preferring the United Re¬ 
formed Church because of 
its Presbyterian' tradition. ' 

It is estimated that about 
100,000 Huguenots fled to 


records of their origins are 
contained in the church’s 
library, including Bibles from 
the fifteenth and sixteenth 
centuries. Ju spite of their 
distaste, for Roman Catholic¬ 
ism and their long-standing 
tradition of sympathy for the 
Huguenots, the English were 
generous when some 8,000 
priests, TG bishops and three 
archbishops took refuge in 
England at the end of the 
eighteenth century. 

The Church of England 
was conspicuous fa its char¬ 
ity,. and .letters appealing. for 
money ‘were issued 'to be 
read in every parish chnrch 
fa the . lend on the authority 
of the Archbishops of York 
and Canterbury. Historians 
have linked this period with 
the subsequent Oxford Move¬ 
ment,-from which grew the 
Anglo-Catholic influence in 
the Church of England of 
today. 

The present French Roman 
Catholic Church fa London, 
Notre Dame de France in 
Leicester Place, Soho, was 
founded by the Marist Fath¬ 
ers, under the patronage of 
Carainal Manning, in the 
1860s. An earlier Marist par¬ 
ish in Whitechapel had been 
started by French Marist

The parish has a regular 
Sunday congregation of 
about 800, whh several 
Masses. Sunday services are 
fa French and reflect a free 
and spontaneous spirit, 
chara cteris tic of the best of 
French Roman- CathoUtism:

The parish supports a thriv¬ 
ing club for French youth, 
the Centre Charles Peguy, 
named after the poet, editor 
and publisher who fell fa the 
First World War. The centre 
attracts many visitors who 
. might otherwise have no con¬ 
tact with the church while 
on holiday or study fa Lon¬ 
don. 

The church, standing 
almost on the same ground 
as the eighteenah-cemury 
French Embassy, has a num¬ 
ber of distinctive works of 
art, fad tiding a mural in La 
Chapelle de la Vierge by 
Jean Cocteau- 

t&e the French Protestant 
Church, the parish lost some 
of its raison iTfitre with the 
dispersal of the French com¬ 
munity from Soho. Both 
churches have found an im¬ 
portant rode'fa supplying the 
religious needs or the lycde, 
which leads to many contacts 
with parents as well as 
pupils. Both serve as the 
focus of French identity fa 
London, and both .stand as 
symbols to so much that is 
common to the histories of 
the two nations.

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Within 24 hours of the 
Guatemalan earth¬ 
quake, several Latin 
American countries 
and four European 
nations had promised 
aid. On the published 
list, Britain, for once, 
was conspicuous by 
her absence. Peter 
Pringle reports from 
Guatemala City on 
the diplomatic 
manoeuvres behind 
this apparent lack of 
charity 


The day before the earthquake 
hit Guatemala City arid killed 
uc least 17.000 people, a tuu- 
page advertisement appeared 
in one of the capital's daily 
newspapers calling on all Guate¬ 
malans to demonstrate their 
hostility to the British colonial 
presence in neighbouring 
Belize by marching across the 
border like the Moroccans did 
in the Spanish Sahara. 

Because of the earthquake, a 
week ago this morning, and the 
subsequent major tremor last 
Friday, the day of the planned 
march, the “invasion” plans 
were dropped. But another 
anti-British manoeuvre quickly 
took their place. 

It came in the form of a 
rumour that two British planes 
with relief supplies had tried to 
land at Guatemala City airport 
hut had been turned away. 
Guatemala, went the rumour, 
was not prepared to sacrifice 
its principles—which in this 
case would have meant taking 
charity from Britain, which ir 
considered is unlawfully occupy¬ 
ing the impoverished forest and 
swampland of Belize. 

Like most rumours it con¬ 
tained an element of truth. 
1 Vi thin four hours of the earth¬ 
quake (which was at 3.04 in the 
morning! the British consul in 
Guatemala had offered to send 
tun helicopters and a bundle of 
tents, blankets and emergency 
rations from the small British 
garrison in Belize City, 550 
miles away. Later the same day 
the reply came back. In essence 
the Guatemalans said: “ No 



thanks. We hope to be able to 
do without the help of the 
British armed forces.” 

It was only half expected In 
diplomatic circles that the 
British offer would be accepted. 
After all, only three months ago 
the Guatemalan army was per¬ 
forming warlike manoeuvres up 
and down the Belizian frontier 
in apparent support of a cen¬ 
turies-old claim to die territory 
—and Britain had responded in 
gunboat fashion by supplement¬ 
ing her garrison with half a 
squadron of Harrier ground 
attack aircraft and putting her 
tiny force of 650 men on a war 
footing. To think that the 
British Army would be allowed 


to roam freely round Guate¬ 
mala, even in its hour of need, 
was optimistic. 

But Britain was looking for a 
breakthrough in the border dis¬ 
pute, which is seen in many 
international legal circles os at 
best unjustif 1 .ur.d at worst 
plain Iudlc.ous. The fact that 
the Guatemalan Government has 
continued to reject British 
offers of help — although heli¬ 
copters have been so desperately 
needed — indicates a consider¬ 
able stubbornness on behalf of 
President Laugerud’s Cabinet 
and, some diplomatic sources 
say, reveals the true reason why 
in the past the Belizian terri¬ 
torial claim has been pressed. 


1. is simply that there is an 
extreme element in President 
Laugenid’s right-wing coalition 
Government which, for some 
time, has feared and sought to 
suppress the emergence of any 
left-wing groups. That extreme 
element has always feared, goes 
the theory, -that if Belize is- 
given its independence—some¬ 
thing which Britain, which pays 
£15m in aid annually to the 
country, has wanted to do for 
some time—the territory 'would 
become a haven for left-wing 
guerrillas Who would send raid¬ 
ing parties over the 300-mite 
border with Guatemala. It would 
be the kind of insurgence the 
12,000-iUan Guatemalan army 


would have trouble policing 
with any success. ... 

Those fears have intensified 
after the earthquake—whichi w 
becoming known locally as the 
“class quake” because it has 
affected only die really poor 
areas. New conditions of social 
deprivation have been created 
among the poor which will be 
ripe recruiting ground for left- 
wing groups fw months to 
come. 

So there is a testing tune 
ahead for President Laugerud 
who, since he came to power as 
a compromise president two 
years ago, has increasingly dis¬ 
pleased his extreme right wmg, 
represented by the Movimento 
Liberation National (MLN). 
This party does not favour his 
cooperativismo programme 
whereby government funds are 
given to small fanners to buy 
land. Guatemalan agriculture, 
mainly concerned with .coffee 
and tobacco, has traditionally 
been in the ownership of the 
large haciendas. In the. context 
of Guatemalan politics the 
cooperanvismo programme was 
radical. 

Furthermore, President 

Laugerud’s skilful merging 
recently of the centrist Christian 
Democrats and the rightist 
Partido . Institutional Detnocra- 
tico into a period of what. was 
known as pluralism/) govern¬ 
ment left the MLN out in the 
cold. MLN leaders attributed 
such developments to the “ rife 
forces of communism ”. 

They gained some support for 
their line in the months imme¬ 
diately before. the earthquake 
when "a new leftist group called 
the Ejsertito Revolutionary de 
los . Pbbres (the Revolutionary 
Army of the Poor) claimed 
responsibility for the murder of 
an MLN party leader, and also 
when 10 of 'the new group's 
members burst into a seminar 
on urban violence at the univer¬ 
sity and held up the meeting 

As the death toll rises and* 
the true extern: of the disaster 
becomes known, the number of 
international agencies taking 
part in relief work increases. 
Even if the British Government 
does not become directly, in* 
reived, it will, like the rest of 
the world, be watching the pro¬ 
cess of reconstruction and the 
wav in which the aid is distri¬ 
buted through established relief 
organizations. The focus will be 
on how the Guatemalan Govern¬ 
ment treats the most affected 
6,000,000 Indians who make trp 
more than 70 per cent of the 
population. 


Sparing the word at the centre of politics 


Continuing our occasional series 
about new words and new 
meanings. 


ror tue past decade consensus 
has regularly been in the top 
ten of trendy resue words. The 
OED judged that the word wes 
not naturalized; but it noted 
two specialized uses. The first 
was physiological: a general 
concord of different parts or 
organs of the body, as in (from 
a psychological work): a 
mutually dependent set of 
organs haring a consensus of 
fuoctions. The second was 


scholarly, particularly in classi¬ 
cal scholarship, as was fitting 
for a word that wears its 
Latinitv so conspicuously on its 
sleeve. In this use consensus 
means agreement in opinion. 

. „rxuJ rn 

describe the collective unani¬ 
mous opinion of a number of 
persons or sources. Example: 
the consensus of manuscripts 
A, B, and C leaves no room for 
doubt about a reading. Since 
consensus itself means agree¬ 
ment in opinion, to talk of the 
consensus of opinion is, to take 
a charitable view, tautological; 
to take an uncharitable view, 
rubbish. 


From the 1960s the word 
found a useful new meaning 
to describe tbe broad middle 
ground of politics, where the 
great, sensihle majority of men 
of good will are supposed to 
"fra* on. no Li exes that are dis¬ 
tasteful only to extremist 
minorities and fringe fanatics 
in their private caves of 
Adullam. Consensus arrived In 
the vocabulary just too late to 
describe the middle ground 
between the Labour right and 
the Conservative left in die 
1930s. So we invented Bur- 
skelHsra, a hybrid by Rab 
Butler out of Hugh GaitskelJ, 
instead. Now consensus is 
widely used to describe the 


agreement by which the major 
parties agree to cooperate in 
order to keep the political 
initiative and power in parlia¬ 


mentary hands. Here is an 
engaging early example from 
Peace News 196S: “Cicero is a 

more dubluus <.»w; an uawe 
cessful consensus politician, if 
ever I saw one.” That may be 
poor Roman history; but ic is a 
good example of the new use 
to describe the politics oE tb.e 
centre. 

Consensus does a useful job 
that nothing else quite does to 
describe the middle ground of 
politics. Like all useful new 
words it is now so grossly over¬ 
used that every’ recurrence of 


it grates on the fastidious. It 
should be reserved for its 
specific political and social 
context, and for the learned 
consensus of evidence or texts. 
To use it simply as an impres¬ 
sive synonym for agreement 

cupo a ca tha uuw to' the charge 

of pomposity and Gadarene 
trendiness. The illiteracy of 
misspelling the word CONCEN¬ 
SUS, as if it were derived from 
some fraudulent public opinion 
poll, is very prevalent, either 
through ignorance or misprint. 
If it has occurred in this 
article, it was misprinted.

As this column is going CO be 
about hunting and allied mat¬ 
ters, I had' better begin by 
saying that since, although I 
may not know vety much, I do 
know enough to come in out of 
the rain, I do not propose to 
enter into any correspondence 
arising from it, and I shall 
therefore be obliged if readers 
writing me letters on the sub¬ 
ject wiD be so kind as to write 
“ Hunting ’’ in the top left-hand 
corner of the envelope, so that 
Claudia may throw them away 
unopened. 

This somewhat churlish be¬ 
ginning is a necessary 
precaution because I have an 
uneasy feeling that I am about 
to unite the League Against 
Cruel Sports with the Field 
Sports Society in a keen desire 
to join forces for a Levin-hunt, 
an occasion which might give 
new meaning to the old story 
of the man—as a matter of fact 
he was my ancestor, 
ScH dime ben Fjtzalan-Howard 
—approached after his first 
bunt (itself the only rural acti¬ 
vity ever engaged in by one wbo 
had thitherto been an essen¬ 
tially urban figure, but bad de¬ 
cided ro buy a stately home 
with an unexpected windfall) 
by the Hunt Secretary, who pre¬ 
sented his compliments, assured 
the somewhat over-enthusiastic 
newcomer ' that his dress, con¬ 
sisting as it did of blac k ja cket, 
striped trousers apd varmulka, 
was. though not wildely_affected 
in the bunting fraternity, none 
the less acceptable for that, but 
added that, on the whole, he 
might perhaps note for future 
reference that the usual cry on 
sighting the fox was “ TaUy- 
ho ! ” rather than “ There goes 
the little bastard—after him ! 

The main criticism I have of 
the hunting lobby I s .its 
principal claim, m defending 
itself, is so obviously and 
pathetically untrue. It may be 
that hunting Is, as is claimed, 
an efficient method of keeping 
down the fox population 
(though from the fact that in 
many hunting areas foxes are 
carefully preserved it seems 
possible' to doubt that without 
necessarily getting a reputation 
as an incurable sceptic); it 
may even be that it is no more 
cruel a method than shooting, 
trapping or gassing. But that is 
not why hunters hunt. Hunters 
hunt for exactly the same 
reason that they commit 
adultery; for fun. 

That, however, is not neces¬ 
sarily an end of the matter. 
Macaulay said that the Puritans 
banned bear-baiting not because 
of the pain it gave to the bear 
but because of the pleasure it 
gave to the spectators, and 
everybody agrees that Macaulay 
was right j what is less often 
discussed is the possibility that 
the Puritans were right, too. I 
am sli£&tly surprised that no 
ingenious seeker after conclu¬ 
sions in this complex field, on 
either side of the argument, has 
ever linked banting with porno¬ 
graphy. A good case could.be 
made.for the banning of both 
on the ground that both tend 
to instil or intensify cruel and 
diminishing impulses in their 
addicts; a similar case could 
be made for permitting both 
because both may deflect or 
release such feelings. It is true 
that Miss Brigid Bropoy once 
pertinently observed that al¬ 
though some people inged the 
institutionalization of homo-

sexuals in order that they might 
be “ cured ” of their particular 
bent, nobody ever urged that 
fox-hunters ought to be put 
away and subjected to aversion- 
therapy until they similarly saw 
the error of their ways. But in 
general it may easily be ob¬ 
served that enthusiastic defen¬ 
ders. of hunting are rarely jo 
be seea supporting the aboli¬ 
tion of all restrictions on publi¬ 
cation, and leading supporters 
of the suppression of hunting 
are not often found admiring 
the efforts of the Director of 
Public Prosecutions to stamp 
out pornography. 

My own feelings on this par- 
acular point arc quite straight¬ 


forward ; I find somethin; 
repulsive about the thought of 
people who gain pleasure by 
chasing very small animals 
abouc the countryside, killiug 
them when caught, and then 
telling something other than the 
truth about their motives for 
doing so. But I do not regard 
the fact that I think something 
is repulsive as a good enough 
reason for urging its suppres¬ 
sion; that is why I am not 
disposed to support those who 
want to suppress pornography,' 
in which I no more wish to 
indulge than in hunting. It is 
quite possible that the desire to 
have the law put down things 
one finds repugnant is itself 
pathological, though 1 am not 
at all sure what is to be done 
about it even if it Is; a sugges¬ 
tion that such attempts should 
be put down by law, for in¬ 
stance, would be seen even by 
the least rigorously logical to 
contain a fallacy. 

At some point—this point, for 
instance—the anti-hunters may 
object that there is a very im¬ 
portant difference between an 
addiction to hunting and an 
addiction to at any race the soft 
variety of pornography. The 
latter, it will be generally 
agreed, harms (if it harms any¬ 
one at all) only the addict; the 
former undeniably harms the 
for. But, just as there is cunt 
on the side of the hunters, so 
there is cant on the other side, 
too. For, from the tone of much 
of the anti-hunters 1 assertions, 
and the nature of many of their 
activities, it is difOcmt not to 
conclude that they are of one 
mind with the Puritans so 
neatly transfixed by Macaulay, 
and care less about sparing the 
foxfs feelings than about 
chastising those of the hunter. 
On the other hand, that is not 
an end of the matter, either; 
Sellar and Yeatman’s attitude 
to the Civil War, which was that 
the Roundheads were Right but 
Repulsive, while the Cavaliers

The European Parliament: A discouraging prospect for both politicians and voters 


The problem of directly elect¬ 
ing British members to the 
European Parliament is now 
urgent. The Government must 
issue a Green or White Paper 
shortly if Britain is to keep in 
step with its partners in tbe 
European Community. Before 
Easter, all nine member- 
nations are expected ro 
announce public agreement on 
European elections to be held 
in the spring of 1978. 

There is no doubt that the 
British Government can devise 
a means of electing MEPs 
(Members of the European 
Parliament). The question is 
whether the result will pro¬ 
duce anything worth voting 
for. 

Negotiations so far have 
shown a big measure of agree¬ 
ment within the Community. 
First of alL, each nation will be 
allowed to use its own elec¬ 
toral system. British voters will 
not be expected to use any¬ 
thing as alien as the propor¬ 
tional representation system 
favoured by seven of the" nine 
Community members. 

Secondly, British voters will 
not be expected to sacrifice 
Sabbath church attendance or 


travel id the seaside. They will 
vote on a Thursday and their 
ballots will be sealed until 
polls close on the Sunday. 

Thirdly, there is no anxiety 
about the number of MEPs 
this country will have, though 
the final totals have yet to be 
agreed. Tbe January, 1975 
draft convention proposed a 
parliament of 355 members, 
with representation for most 
countries proportional to pop¬ 
ulation. This would give the 
United Kingdom 67 represent¬ 
atives—four less than West 
Germany, one more than Italy 
and two more than France. 

The smallest members of the 
Community are arguing for 
disproportional representation, 
so that their voice will not be 
swamped by the big four. Ire¬ 
land resents the fact that with 
eight times the population of 
Luxembourg, it is offered little 
more than twice its seats. The 
biggest nations could agree a 
boost of up to 40 seats in the 
representation of their smaller 
brethren, while still leaving an 
absolute majority in the hands 
of any three of the big four. 

Final decisions about tbe 
seats given member-nations is 


unlikely to affect the balance 
of parties within the European 
Parliament. No political group 
can expect to achieve an over¬ 
all majority, but there will be 
large blocks of Socialist, Chris¬ 
tian and moderate right MEPs. 
Together, any two of these 
three groups could hope to 
control a majority of votes. 

The immediate problem fac¬ 
ing the British Government is 
to get a bill authorizing Euro¬ 
pean elections through West¬ 
minster in time to nominate 
candidates and organize elec¬ 
tion machinery by spring, 1978. 
With the leaders of all three 
British parties pledged to sup¬ 
port direct elections, a pro¬ 
perly drafted Bill should have 
majority support. 

The chief bottleneck at 
present is deciding how to 
create constituencies for the 
election of 67 European MPs. 
If this task is passed to the 
Boundary Commissioners who 
draw up constituencies for 
Wes tmin ster elections then at 
least two years will be 
required, from the passage of 
the authorizing act, before the 
lawyers bare finished their 
deliberations. Britain would 


still be represented by 
appointed members when other 
nations had directly elected 
members of the European Par¬ 
liament. 

To break, the bottleneck, the 
Government will have to pro¬ 
pose boundaries for the Euro¬ 
pean constituencies. This is not 
unprecedented: it is doing this 
for the proposed devolved 
assemblies in Scotland- and 
Wales, because of the need to 
save time. As long as Conserva¬ 
tives do nor oppose this on 
principle, then constituency 
geriy man dering need not be 
an issue. (The real gerry¬ 
mander issue, as Jeremy 
Thorpe will point out. is that 
the Liberals will be lucky %o 
win one of tbe enlarged consti¬ 
tuencies under the first-past- 
the-post electoral system, 
whereas they would win 10 to 
15 under proportional repre¬ 
sentation.) 

In any event, the Govern¬ 
ment will have to recommend 
the sharing out of European 
seats among the four nations 
of the United Kingdom. If this 
is done in proportion to seats 
ar Westminster, then England 
will have at least 54, Scotland 


seven, Wales four and North¬ 
ern Ireland one. This leaves 
one seat to be allocated to 
Scotland or England, each of 
which has a claim to a half 
seat. The Government might 
lobby Brussels for one more 
seat. to avoid offending 
English or Scottish 

nationalists—or having one 
constituency cross the border. 

European constituencies 
could be created by adding 
together nine or 10 Westmins¬ 
ter constituencies to avoid the 
delays that boundary commis¬ 
sioners mi ght otherwise im¬ 
pose. For technical reasons, • 
the party enjoying the benefit 
of a national swing would 
probably be more over-repre¬ 
sented in Europe chan at West¬ 
minster. This is a.gamble that 
tbe Labour and Conservative 
parties can run in England. In 
Scotland, it offers the Scottish 
National Party a chance to win 
more than half the European 
seats with much less than .half 
the Scottish vote. 

Because each European con¬ 
stituency will contain nearly 
600,000' electors, it will be vir¬ 
tually impossible for any Bri¬ 
tish MEP to combine this job 


with being a member of the 
House of Commons, as is done 
at present. What kind of politi¬ 
cians will stand for the Euro¬ 
pean Parliament rather than 
election to Westminster ? 

The prospect is discouraging. 
The British House of Commons 
will remain the first choice of 
aspiring politicians, and even 
more, of established political 
leaders. Within tbe Conserva¬ 
tive and Labour parties, the 
most likely candidates for 
these seats are Westminster 
MPs ready to retire from the 
back benches, candidates who 
have unsuccessfully fought a 
British election, and those too 

E outhful or maladept to have 
een nominated. Veteran cam¬ 
paigners who put Europe. 
before party will find them¬ 
selves without the endorsement 
of either major party, con¬ 
demned to fight hopelessly as 
minor party or independent 
candidates. In some areas, anti- 
Market sentiments in the 
Labour Party may lead to the 
nomination of onti-Community 
members. 

Once elected, a MEP risks 
finding himself in a political 
limbo. His work will make him 


spend much time outside the 
United Kingdom. Wheu he 
turns up at _ Westminster, he 
will be politically inferior to 
.backbench as well as front- 
bench MPs. The national press 
and broadcasting media will 
ignore his speeches, and the 
media in his constituency will 
report the local angle in his 
activities, and. be indifferent to 
his contribution to “ building 
Europe”. Instead oF having 
one constituency party to 
which to report, he will have 
to make the rounds of nine or 
10 constituency associations, in 
order to keep, in touch with 
those who nominated him. 

If a directly-elected Euro¬ 
pean Parliament is to remain 
an institution of no conse¬ 
quence, then it is entirely con¬ 
sistent for Britain to elect in¬ 
consequential politicians to it. 
But governments and parties 
in other nations may take a 
different view. They can 
exploit the existence of strong 
party organizations, a more 
centralized system of nomi¬ 
nations, and a greater freedom 
to move politicians in and out 
of important jobs to send to 
the European Parliament men 


and women who will be; 
make something of it.

But later writers, who in spite 
of using women’s names were 
almost invariably men, gradu¬ 
ally wrote about girls more 
realistically.” Gosh, Mary knew 
tons of tilings. 

Patricia chimed in that die 
standard of girl’s fiction nowa¬ 
days was very much higher, 
with a great deal more basic 
honesty ana few stereotyped 
heroines. The authors E. Nesbit 
and Angela Brazil were the 
pioneers of the better class of 
literature.

Fighting In Korea 
From Our Own Correspondent 
New York, Feb 9.—The United 
Nations forces are now dug in less 
than three miles south of Seoul 
and their patrols were advancing 
tonight to the Han river. Allied 
artillery has continued shelling the 
ruined cirv. particularly its south¬ 
western sector, where camouflaged 
enemy tanks have been observed. 
Infantry detachments are within 
six miles of Inchon, the port for 
Seoul, and Inchon is still being 
shelled by the battleship Missouri. 
The main road from Seoul to 
Inchon has already been cut 
Although there has been 
stiffening resistance in certain 
areas, intelligence officers on the 
central front expressed the . belief 
today that the main body of the 
enemy was now pulling back to 
positions just south of the 38th 
parallel. 


The shot fired across the bows 
of the research ship Shackleton 
last week was more than just 
another step in the diplomatic 
battle over whfi owns the Falk¬ 
land Islands. It showed Argen¬ 
tina's intentions to control 
scientific research being carried 
out in the vicinity of land she 
regards as her own. Other coun¬ 
tries have also recently flexed their 
muscles on the issue : in one case 
an American research crew were 
jailed for a time in East Africa. 

Marine scientists, worried as 
much by questions of physical 
safety as by restrictions on their 
ability to pursue research, are 
looking to tee forthcoming United 
Nations conference on me Law or 
the Sea to produce clear guidance 
on what they will and will not be 
Ale to do. Two particularly thorny 
issues need resolving : over what 
waters should a nation have 
jurisdiction, and bow is re¬ 
search designated “ pure ” or 
“ applied ”. 

A few states claim 200 miles for 
their " territorial ” seas, hut most 
claim 12 miles, while asserting 
economic and resource-manage¬ 
ment rights oat to a greater dis¬ 
tance. often 200 miles. That so 
called economic zone generally 
comprises all the continental shelf: 
water' at most a few hundred 
metres deep, but in a few cases, 
of which. Argentina is one, tee 
shelf extends more than 200 miles 
from the shoreline and tee state 
claims aH tee shelf to be within 
its economic zone. Although out¬ 
lying islands may cause compli¬ 


cations. the general feeling is that 
an acceptable compromise may be 
worked out on those matters. 

Within tee economic zone there 
are divergent opinions about what 
research could be permitted. Until 
very recently marine researchers, 
whether working on meteorology, 
waves, currents, fife in tbe ocean, 
physical properties of seawater or 
ocean-bottom geology, hare been 
able to do pretty well what they 
' wished, ■ even ' within right of 
foreign territory. 

Some of tee research bad mili¬ 
tary implications ; commonly tbe 
navigation and detection of sub¬ 
marines. Some was connected'with- 
fisheries. The rest did . not. 

n cc caaartly have any impediote' 

applications; bat knowledge, for 
instance, of the location of ex¬ 
tensive manganese nodules in deep 
water or continemakshelf sedi¬ 
mentary basins was an obvious 
long-term asset. So even tee ques¬ 
tion of whether the research being 
done is " fundamental ” or 
“ applied ” has been a vexed one. 

The case of tee Shackleton, if 
it can for rbe moment be isola¬ 
ted from tee territorial disputes, 
exemplifies some of the difficul¬ 
ties. It had been involved in geo¬ 
physical research in the East 
Scotia Sea.. most oF it in deep 
water. The research team was 
investigating continental drift. 
The research was university-based 
and government-supported and 
had been going on for many 
years; it was widely known In 
international circles and the re- • 
suits are widely disseminated. 


The knowledge generated could 
be a useful pointer, if no more, 
to the possibilities of finding hy¬ 
drocarbon resources off tee tip 
of South America. A nation such 
as Argentina, may feel herself at 
a disadvantage when technologi¬ 
cally highly advanced international 
corporations come to negotiate on 
prospecting rights. Her onlv bar¬ 
gaining chip may be to insist that 
research off her shores should not 
proceed without permission, and 
in the process of granting permis¬ 
sion to arrange some deal that 
helps to improve her own under¬ 
standing of the science being done. 

The Law of the Sea Conference 
may institutionalize such an 
approach. It ir quite likely that 
research within a 'country’s eco¬ 
nomic zone will he at the dis¬ 
cretion of the coastal nation, which 
will have tbe option of declaring 
the research “ pure ” or 
" applied ” (although there would 
be an appeal mechanism to an 
international committee of 
experts). 

If applied, licences could still be 
granted; If pure, the coastal state 
might well settle for less. But the 
negotiation of research rights 
through diplomatic channels^ 
almost non-existent a decade ago, 
is likely, to occupy an Increasing 
amount of scientists' time and 
severely restrict their freedom to 
depart from a programme arranged 
many months ahead.

Limitation Acts: when houseowner can sue council for defects 


Mr Ronald Avery, the well 
known Bristol wine merchant, 
has died at die age of 76. 
E.P.-R. writes: 

Ronald Aveiy, born in Clifton 
on 14th August, 1899, was in 
many ways tbe most distin¬ 
guished fcnd certainly the most 
distinctive English wine -mer¬ 
chant of his d?y. Educated at 
Clifton : College, he served 
briefly in the First World War, 
and thereafter had to cut short 
his time at Cambridge in order 
to take over his family firm, 
which, though origi noting as 
long ago as 1793, was not in 
the early 1920s of great account 
outside Bristol. By his skill as 
a taster and buyer of wine, his 
devotion to the cause of fine 
wines and above all bv his 
personality, in the difficult 
inter-war period Ronald A~erv 
raised the reputation of his firm 
to a level-, since maintained, 
without rival among amateurs 
of fine, authentic wine in this 
country, and, more recently, 
among the new generation of 
dedicated wine drinkers in 
America, particularly in Cali¬ 
fornia. Few in this country who 
in the last 40.years or so have 
prized good wine have not been 
customers of Avery of BrisroL, 


in spite of the uncertt 
attendant upon dealing wii 
who sometimes showed a r 
a£ce to part with his v 
treasures rhat raight well 
commended itself to 
Khavrarrfs vintner.

A person wbo buys a house 
which develops defects and causes 
liim loss Or damage may bring an 
action at common law against a 
Inca! authority, alleging negligence 
in inspection and certification of 
the original work, many years 
iificr the alleged negligent acts ; 
'fir the owner's cause of action 
opes' not accrue under the Limita¬ 
tion . Act, 1939, unto he is in a 
position to discover the defects. 

-The Master of the Rolls apolo¬ 
gized to judges at first Instance 
ivho had decided similar cases 
wrongly on the basis of his 
statement in Dutton t 1 Bognor 
Regis Urban District Council 
i [1972] 1 QB 373) teat “ the dam¬ 
age was done when the founda¬ 
tions were badly constructed.’'. 

The court also commented on 
the' anomaly that after Dutton 
had been decided Parliament had 
passed rbe Defective Premises Act. 
1372, which appeared to ignore it. 

Their Lordships, in reserved 
fudgments. dismissed an appeal by 
Benfleet Urban District Council 
from Judge Norman Richards. OC, 
.sitting as Official Referee, who 
had held, on a preliminary issue, 
in favour of Mr and Mrs Sparnam- 
Souter and Mr Eugene Ryan, 
owners of Nos 3 and 4 Wlncoat 
Close, Benfleet. teat their pro¬ 
posed action aqainst developers 
and builders. Town and Country 
Developments (Essex) Ltd. and 
against the council for damages 
for alleged negligence was brought 
within rix years from the date on. 
which tee cause of action accrued 
and was therefore not time-barred 
order the Limitation Act. 

Mr John Tacfcahcrry for the 
council: Mr John Wood. QC. and 
Mr Timothy Walker for the Plain¬ 
tiff houseowners. The developers 
took no part in the appeal.

Town 
and Country, obiaiceii plan dins 
permission from Benfleet UDC to 
build o IiiHJsIog estate- of 11 houses 
md a new street—Winccat Close 
Estate. On October 2S the council 
passed tho plans, subject to tee 
builders (wbo were also the de¬ 
velops) complying win the 
building by-laws. The work was 
started on Nos 3 and 4 in May,- 
1965. Tbe council surveyor mspeo 
ted the work a«d passed it. On 
Sotuember 3(1 the two bouses were 
competed. The surveyor 
and passed them. On 
lil Ncreinber 29 re^pcctiyeliihe 
developers agreed to sell No | 
to tee Sparham-Souters and No 4 


to Mr Ryan. Ou December 15 the 
council certified that the two 
houses bad been inspected and 
they found no reason to question 
tna legality of tee work carried 
out under tbe building by-laws. On 
November 12 and January 26, 1966, 
the conveyances were completed. 

Two or three years later several 
cracks appeared in the brickwork 
of tbe houses and they became 
uninhabitable. The alleged reasoo 
was that the foundations were in¬ 
adequate to support rhe load, due 
to the negligence of the devel- 
opers/builders and also the sur¬ 
veyor's negligence in passing tee 
work as satisfactory. 

On October 22, 1971, the plain¬ 
tiffs issued the writ in the action 
relying on the decision of Mr 
Justice Cusack in Dutton V Bognor 
Regis UDC which had been 
affirmed by tee Court of Appeal 
in December, 1971. That decision 
gave tee plaintiffs a cause of 
action against bote tee developers 
and tee council; but tee question 
was whether or not the claim was 
barred, as against the council, by 
the S ramie of Limitation. Section 
2(1) of tbe 3939 Act said M Die 
following actions shall nnt be 
brought after the expiration of six 
years frem rhe date on which tea 
cause of action accrued, teat is to 
say:— (a) actions founded on sim¬ 
ple contract, or on tort *\ 

The judge held that tec action 
W33 not barred. The cuuncil 
appealed, saying teat two of the 
acts cf negligence affeged against 
teem occurred more than six years 
before action brought and teat ia 
respect of those acts tbe action 
was statute-barred. 

In recent years the law of negli¬ 
gence liad been transformed out 
of all recognition. The present 
was the Bret case in which tee 
court had bad to consider the 
effect of that transformation on 
the Statutes of Limitation. One 
thing was quite clear. A cause of 
action for. negligence accrued, not 
at tee date Of the negligent act or 
omission, but at the _ date when 
the damage was sustained by the 
plaintiff. His Lordship would em¬ 
phasize- " by tbe plaintiff " just 
as Lord Pearce did in Conledge 
v Jopling ([1963] AC 758,// /1 
when he said that “ No cause of 
action arises unless and until the 
plaintiff can show Some actual in¬ 
jury. . . therefore, the cause or 
action did not accrue until some 
actionable Injury was caused to 
the plaintiff by the defendants 
breach of duty 

Another thing was quite clear. 
A limitation period could not be¬ 
gin to run unless, there was a 
party' capable of suing and a party 
liable to be sued: in Thomson v 
Lord Clenmorrid ([1900] 1 Ch 
713,728/729). It was good wnse, 


for it would be most unjust that 
time should run against a plain¬ 
tiff when there was no possi¬ 
bility of bringing an action to 
enforce it. 

Starting with those two propo¬ 
sitions, cases on - when time 
started to run in actions against 
the manufacturer of defective 
goads might afford - a guide to 
when It started to run against 
the build or of a defective house 
or tee surveyor who passed it. . 

If a motor manufacturer made 
a car with a latent defect in the 
braking system, and after it had 
been sold down a chain of sellers 
and buyers an accident happened 
because the brakes failed, each 
person who suffered damage to 
person or property had a cause 
of action against tee manufac¬ 
turer, under Donoghuc v Steven¬ 
son ([1932] AC 362)- The cause 
of action accrued, not when tec 
latest owner bought the car, but 
at the time of tec accident when 
tbe damage was sustained. In 
Dca'ie v New Merton Board 
Mills Ltd ([1959] AC 604). 
approved by Lord Reid in Cart- 
ledge v Jopling, the House of 
Loras held that where a fitter 
was injured in the eye in 1953 
by a tool negligently manufac- 
Cured wirti a latent defect seven 
years before. Ids cause of action 
sparest the manufacturer accrued 
at the moment when tee piece of 
tee tool broke off and went Into 
his eye and so - was not statute- 
barred. 


That case bore a very ctose 
parallel to Dutton ; Biggins v 
Borough Council ([1975] 1 
524); and Anns i’ Waicroft 
Property Co Ltd (Judge Edgar 
Fay, QC, October 24 1975). A 
burner negligently made founda¬ 
tions ; or tec council’s inspector 
negligently passed them as suf¬ 
ficient ; the house was built and 
sola to a purchaser, who sold It 
tn another, and so on down a 
chain. Some time later the house 
began to sink and cracks appeared 
in the structure owing to tee In¬ 
sufficient foundations. 

The man who was the owner 
at teat time had a cause of action 
aga/nst the builder and the coun¬ 
cil under Dutton. It accrued, not 
at the bme of the negligent mak¬ 
ing or passing of die foundations, 
nor at the time when the latest 
owner bought tee house, bat nt 
tee time when it began to sink 
and the cracks appeared. That 
was the first time teat any damage 
was sustained. None of the pre¬ 
vious owners had Sustained anv 
damage. Each had bought and 
sold the house at a full price. It 
was only when the cracks 
appeared that the man who then 
owned the house Could reasonable 
be expected to know that he might 
have a cause nf action. Time 


should not begin to run against 
him until, he knew of the defec¬ 
tive foundations, or could trite 
reasonable diligence hare dis¬ 
covered teem. That was what 
Lord Reid bad said in Cardedge 
speaking of cases governed by the 
common law. That principle 
underlay the Limitation Acts, 1963 
and 1975; and it was the prin¬ 
ciple teat tee court should adopt 
in regard to the new cause of 
action introduced by Dutton. 

What about Cartledgc itself ? 
There tbe damage to the man was 
In fact done when tee dust [which 
caused pneumoconiosis] was in¬ 
haled—though it was not dis¬ 
covered until later. And what about 
Begot v Stevens Scanlan & Co 
([1965] 1 QB .197) where Lord 
Justice Diplock [in an action for 
negligence against architects] ex¬ 
pressed tee view teat tee damage 
occurred “ when the drains were 
improperly built ” ? And his 
Lordship had followed Lord Justice 
Diplock in Dutton [saying that 
“ the damage was done when the 
foundations were badly con¬ 
structed *•]. 

But now, baring thought it over 
time and again—and hartag been 
converted by bis brethren—his 
Lordship had come to the conclu¬ 
sion tear when building work was 
badly done, and covered up, the 
cause of action did not accrue, and 
time did not begin to run, until 
the plaintiff discovered, or ought 
to have discovered, teat It had 
done damage. But tile only owner 
who had a cause of action was 
the owner in whose time the 
damage appeared—unless of course 
he sold the house with its defects 
and assigned tee cause of action to 
tiie purchaser. 

It might seem hard on the 
builder or die council su rv ey or in 
find himself sued after many vears. 
bar if would be harder on tire 
houseowner that he shnnld be with¬ 
out remedy, if the surveyor hed 

passed tfad had work and the 
builder had cuvered ir up and thus 
prevented it being discovered 
earlier. When one found cases like 
Dutton (where die house ttsw hrili 
on a rubbish tip), or Higgins 
(where It was built on bare earth) 
or Arms (where the foundations 
were too thin) and tee inspector 
negligently or conveniently over¬ 
looked it, it was only fair that the 
plaintiff should have a remedy. 

Having come to that conclusion 
Ills Lordship owed an apology to 
Mr Justice Mars-Jones who, in 
Higgins, had placed much reliance 
on what his Lordship had said in 
Dutton. Similarly to Judge Fay 
who decided Arms on tee same 
lines. Bote those cases were 
wrongly decided. In each the 
damage did not appear until within 
the last six years. In each tlie 
judge regretted tec result. But in 


action did not accrue until tbe 
damage occurred. 

Dutton bad marked a significant 
advance in the law as to defective 
premises. It “had been derided in 
1971. As it happened, while tee 
courts were thus developing tbe 
common law, the Law Commission 
were busy recommending changes 
by means of statute. They reported 
to Parliament on December 15, 
1970, before Dutton was decided. 
A Bill was prepared in ignorance 
of Dutton and emerged on June 
29, 1972, as the Defective Premises 
Act, 1972, to come into force on 
January 1. 1974. Section 6(2) said 
that **. . . Any doty imposed by 
or enforceable by virtue of anv 
provision of this Act is in addition 
to any duty a party may owe apart 
from that provision.” 

Though by teat provision Par¬ 
liament did nothing to recognize 
Dutton as good law—and. bv tbe 
present decision their Lordships 
said it was good law—it had ad¬ 
vantages for tee ordinary man ; 
but it was only available for bouses 
bnQt after, the Act came into force 
on January 1, 1974; and it made 
tee cause of action rnn from tee 
time when the house was “ com¬ 
pleted ”, whereas under the 
present -decision it ran from the 
time tee purchaser knew or ought 
to have known of the defects. 
Moreover, Dutton, if correct, gave 
a remedy against a local authority 
whose inspector was negligent or 
turned a blind eye: it was doubt¬ 
ful whether the Act gave a remedv. 

But in the present cose, assum¬ 
ing that rhe surveyor was ne^Ti- 

sent. thp “ rinma<-p ” nrnirrari 


gent, the " damage ” occurred 
when the cracks first appeared in 
the brickwork: In each case teat 
was less than six years before the 
writ was Issued. The claims were 
therefore nr»c statute-barred. The 
appeal should be dismissed. 

LORD JUSTICE ROSKILL. con¬ 
curring. said the present was not 
a suitable case for the trial of a 
preliminary isaue. But in view of 
the importance of the points 
raised, be had concluded, with 
considerable hesitation, that their 
Lordships should.- stale wbut thev 
conceived to be the relevant law 
so far as actions against local 
authorities were concerned. 

The arguments on cither side 
presented the court with an un¬ 
enviable choice between unattrac¬ 
tive alternatives—a position nerer 
envisaged in Dutton but which tbe 
court must face .wriest and until 
Dutton was overruled by the 
Hoase of Lords, or the position 
(if Mr Wood's argument mis right) 
\vn* remedied by tetislation. 

Ou a consideration of all the 
relevant authorities his Lordship 


concluded that basic principle re¬ 
quired him to hold that tbe earli¬ 
est moment at which a plaintiff in 
the position of a first or subse¬ 
quent purchaser could be said to 
suffer damage was when, by agree¬ 
ing to boy the premises which 
(though be did not know it) -were 
defective, he acquired his inter¬ 
est in teat property—the dare of 
contract rather than tee date of 
completion. In the present case 
those dates were all comfortably 
within tee relevant limitation 
periods. 

But it was not then teat be 
necessarily suffered damage. It 
was true that he then became in 
a position to 'sue if and when be 
suffered damage. But it seemed 
more consistent with principle 
and logic to hold teat be suffered 
the damage only when the defec¬ 
tive state of tee property first 
appeared. After all, he might 
meanwhile resell the property 
without those defects emerging 
and teen be would never have 
suffered damage during the period 
of Us title. 

On his Lordship's reasoning 
Higgins and Arms cases were 
wrongly - decided ; and it- followed 
that he could not accept Lord 
Justice Dlplock’s dictum in Bagot 
(which be ' considered obiter) or 
the Master of the Rolls's approval 
of ft in Dutton as correct in tela- 
tion to an action In tort against 
a local authority. 

On the passing of the Defective 
Premises Act, 1972, alter the 
Dutton decision in tbe Court of 
Appeal, it seemed a legitimate 
comment that 'Jaw reform was 
being pursued through- two dif¬ 
ferent channels—the Law Commis¬ 
sion and Parliament on the one 
band, and the courts on the other 

—without either apparently 
appreciating what developments 
tee other was seeking to make. 

Tiicush it was accepted that the 
Act bad no application to tbe 
present appeal and though it 
seemed plain that the purpose ot 
s*ertjqa l was to impose a greater 
liability on defendants to whom 
sections 1 and 2 applied and to 
give a longer period of limitation 
aiaircst them than the common law 
allowed, his Lordship was of the 
view chat unless and until the 
House of Lords held that Dutton 
was wrongly decided, it was far. 
from dear whether a local 
authority when performing -its 
duties under the by-laws could 
over come within section 1 at all. 

Lord Justice Geoffrey Lane de¬ 
livered a concurring judgment. 

. Tho court adjourned on applica¬ 
tion for leave to appeal until 
after the trial, the Master of the 
Rolls Indicating teat it would be 
a proper case for leave.

It is confident that 
enforced redundancies will be 
kept to a minimum. 

“ With cooperation in re¬ 
structuring jobs, in mobility and 
flexibility of personnel, it 
should be possible to realize the 
manpower reductions proposed 
by voluntary redundancy, early 
retirement and normal wastage 

with limited recourse to other 
redundancy measures ”, the BSC 
says. 


World ship orders fall to 
lowest level since 1972 


Orders held by the world’s 
shipbuilders have sunk _to their 
lowest level since 1972, and 
with orders for large oil tankers 
being cancelled almost daily, 
yards throughout the world are 
faced with critical decisions on 
jobs in the next few months. 

The Dutch government has 
agreed to aid its shipbuilding 
industry, and other countries 
are expected to follow. 

Latest year-end statistics pro¬ 
duced by Lloyd’s Register of 
Shipping today underline the 
substantial decline in the in¬ 
dustry's global order book. The 
total fell by nearly 10.4 million 
tons gross in the final quarter 
of last year to 82.3 million tons, 
continuing the steady decline 
since the peak of 133.4 million 
tons gross in May, 1974. 

The major influence was the 
cancellation of more than 18 
million tons gross (40 million 
tons deadweight) of tanker ton¬ 
nage during the year, which cut 
dbe total orders .pending cancel¬ 
lation or renegotiation for alter¬ 
native tonnage to about five mil¬ 
lion tons gross (about 10 mil¬ 
lion tons deadweight). 

Japanese shipyards have 
borne the brunt of the cancella¬ 


tions and although the industry, 
with an order book of nearly 

31.4 million tons gross, con¬ 
tinues to lead the world league 
table, its order book fell by 

6.4 million tons in the final 
quarter. Only Brazil, South 
Korea and Poland increased 
their order books 

In the world table Sweden 
retains second place. It is fol¬ 
lowed by the United States— 
which has traditionally adopted 
a highly protective attitude to¬ 
wards its shipbuilding industry. 
The United Kingdom is in 
fourth place, with an order 
book of just under fl/e million 
tons gross, down by 374,270 
tons on tbe previous quarter. 

Lloyd’s showed total tonnage 
launched world-wide in the 
final quarter of last year, at 
nearly 9.8 million tons gross, 
was die highest recorded. Pro¬ 
gress figures of high propor¬ 
tions are expected as the peak 
of the shipbuilding boom in out¬ 
put is reached. 

According to the latest sur¬ 
vey by H. P. Drewry (Shipping

■' Austrian intermediaries, Austro 
: Warren and AWT, .which is 

controlled by Creditanstalt; 

- ,??. was these intermediaries, 
whose role in the 'deal “was to 
: buy pharmaceuticals /from. 
Aronson and sell them at the 
same time to Lrterimpefc, who. 
introduced Creditanstalt into 
the picture. Creditanstalt issued 
three letters. .of credit (for 
$9-7m, S7Jjn .-and $3°m) in 
Aronson’s favour. Aronson 
subsequently assigned the rights 
nnder these letters to the 
Singer consortium of 11 -banks 
in return for cash . 

Meanwhile, on. the Jugoslav 
ade of the deal it was intended 
that a. letter of. credit would 
be opened on behalf of Inter- 
imuex by -Jugobanka a month 
before the Creditanstalt letter 
matured, and, to cover them- ■ 
selves against this nor'happen¬ 
ing, the intermediaries took on 
insurance with Garant. a Hus- : 
si an insurance company. 

Everything seemed straight¬ 
forward and well covered until 
delays occurred on the Jugoslav 
side and. during September Iasr 
year, it finally emerged that as 
far as ' Interim p ex was con¬ 
cerned—and for no clear reason 
—the deal was off. Previously 
unbeknown to the banks and to 
Garant, it emerged that Inter- 


impex had not been acting on 
its ov.n behalf, but as agent for 
Aronson.. • 

In these circumstances Garant 
declared the insurance arrange¬ 
ments void. It subsequently 
transpired, when the Aronson 
consignment "was inspected in 
Zurich, tfcct the specified goods 
were not present. 

This, briefly, is the back¬ 
ground to the legal dispute 
which now arisen berween 

Creditanstalt' and Singer. 
Singer had the documents 
which related to the shipment 
of the goods by Aronson. The. 
documents were due to be pre¬ 
sented, in the rase of two of 
. the letters (57.1m and S3Am) 
in October for payment in 
December. In the . other case 
* (S9.7m). the presentation, and - 
the payment were due to take 
place in December. 

Presentation was duly made, 
but Creditanstalt- is refusing 
payment. It is not however, 
.disputing that the documenta- 
: tion is.jn order. 

Non-payment in these rircum- 
. stances is what has so incensed 
. outside bonkers- The basis, for 
their, concern is that, on the 
face of it non-payment entails a 
breach of the fundamental as¬ 
sumption that it is the docu¬ 
mentation which counts, nor 
. the trade deal. 

The legal position certainly 
seems reasonably clear cut 
According to The ..Comparative 
Lcia of International Commerce, 
written by Philip W. Thayer in 
1933, "The actual documents 
may conform exactly to the re¬ 
quirements of the letter of 
credit, yet the goods, themselves 
may no; correspond to the docu¬ 
ments and for that reason may 
cot be represented properly by 
them. In the case of O'Meara v 
The National Park Bank (1924), 
it was held that the interest of 
the issuing bank is purely in 
documents and not at all in 
goods, so that if the goods are 
superficially correct the bank is 
obligated to accept them with¬ 


out reference to the actual 
goods themselves". 

How, if this is established, 
can Creditanstalt escape pay¬ 
ment ? It does not, -after ail, 
deny that the documents are in 
order. 

The bank’s claim rests on its 
allegation that the one -excep¬ 
tion to normal practice is if 
fraud can be proved. On the-bne 
‘ hand, it points to the packing 
cases themselves and their con¬ 
tents, and also alleges that the 
true nature of the deal involv¬ 
ing Aronson and Interimpfcx was 
concealed, and . that since 
assumptions about that deal pro¬ 
vided the basis upon, which 
Austro Waren and AWT came 
into it in the first place;- the 
whole transaction .should be 
treated as void. 

Once.-this situation had come 
to its attention, Creditanstalt 
claims, it would have been quite 
wrong for it to go ahead and 
pay. This- would have jeopar¬ 
dized the interests of its orig¬ 
inal customers in the : deal, 
namely the two intermediaries. 

There is some .legal -support 
for this view. It is widely 
accepted that bankers cannot 
be forced to pay. against docu¬ 
ments 0 -they believe them to 
be false. On. this basis the oblir. 
gations of all the p a rti e s to the 
transaction could be regarded 
as nullified. 

Case law in'support of this 
principle is slight, but there is 
one important case involving 
Sztejn v Schroder Banking 
Corporation • in New York in 
194L The court ruled that at' 
-would be n a- most unfortunate 
interference with business 
transactions ” 0 . a bank was 
obliged, or even allowed, to go 
behind the documents .at the 
request of the buyer and enter 
imo controversies over the 
quality of the goods shipped. ' 

But, it went on,' where the 
seller's fraud is * called to the 
bank’s attention before - the 
draft-and documents have.been 


presented . for payment, , the 
principle of the independence 
of the bank’s obligation under 
the letter of credit should not 
beextended to protect the ob* 
scrupulous seller”. 

The new claim intr oduced 
Into, this equation by Creditao* 
stale is that the srnlert posi¬ 
tion in such . circumstances 

should extend . also to a third 

S i arty taking ..oh .the sellers 
etter of credit. Its justification 
is- that the letter, in this case. 

was a “ non-transferable^* one 
and that the- consortium’s rights 
amounted; therefore, "to'.no 
more than those to which-Aron¬ 
son -was 1 entitled. Such an.inter- 
. preration may well .prompt- a 
closer review by banks of. the 
■ whole issue' of transferability. 

It is clear from this that the 
timing of information coming to 
the bank is aH-importann. 
Creditanstalt’s claim is that it 
first became aware of the' full 
situation in September. The 
documents were not presented 
until, the following mouth and 
payment was not due until-two 
months after that. 

; Unless radically opposed posi¬ 
tions can somehow be recon¬ 
ciled and . compromise. be 
reached, the issue will nbw'.be 
fought through .the -Austrian 
courts. If . Singer loses, it will 
then have to bring claims 
against the participants in the 
deal for .recovery - of the con¬ 
sortium’s money. If Creditan¬ 
stalt loses, it will be up to the 
intermediaries to claim. 

But at the bottom the point 
is that Creditanstalt is hot .try¬ 
ing to question the assumptions 
that underly letters of credit 
and to that extent bankers can 
sleep easy. But whatever hap¬ 
pens, there- .will doubtless be 
much tightening up of proce¬ 
dures,' and there may welt - be 
more insistence that' bankers* 
drafts should * be more. com- 
monly employed to give’extra 
protection in the. documenta¬ 
tion attaching to letters of 
credit

American view 

Sidney -Jones, Assistant Secre¬ 
tary' of the.-Treasury..-in'.the' 
United States, was in London 
yesterday, giving .some cau¬ 
tiously optimistic views on his 
country’s economy. An aca¬ 
demic economist who has spent 
most of the last six years in 
the Nixon and Ford ‘ adminis¬ 
trations, hs says that res I 
growth this year of about 6 
per cent is now . vine ally 
assured, and tha economy 
ou'-ihe to go on growing iu 
1977. 

The real issue, he argues, is 
whether 4 governments will hold 
on to policies which prevent a 
new outburst of inflation in 
the medium term, leading to a 
further worsening of tiic infla¬ 
tionary- sp iral. .The. l-py rn this, 
he recognizes, is unemploy¬ 


ment, bnt he says- that those 
. who point to the high levels 
experienced in the recent past 
are forgetting the big change 
which has occurred in tne 
American labour force. 

In the early years of-this 
decade the numbers seeking 
work have been growing at an 
annual rate of 2 per cent, com¬ 
pared to the 1 to 1.5 par cent 
which is the traditional pat¬ 
tern. That growth should he 
levelling out cow, because the 
bulge of teenagers, is coming to 
an end and the rapid growth | 
in tbe number of women seek¬ 
ing employment is bound to 
end sometime. That, he argues, 
v.-ffi transform the unemploy¬ 
ment position.

Judging the period- of a house 
by its appearance is always 
hazardous, even when the case 
would seem to. be relatively 
straightforward. Virtually all 
old bouses change in some 
manner over the years under 
the pressure of circumstances. 
Parts are added, or even demo¬ 
lished. Sorting out the resole 
can set a pretty puzzle. 

Another hazard is the bouse 
deliberately bunt oat of its 
period for an owner who has 
a hankering for an earlier style.
